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EDDIE PHILLIPS STILES 


Eddie Phillips Stiles, the Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, was advanced to this highest office of Freemasonry 
subsequent to his appointment to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina as Grand 
Steward in 1980 by the then Most Worshipful Grand Master, E. Stansil 
Aldridge, of Albemarle. He has been a life-time servant to Freemasonry and 
since his appointment as a Grand Lodge officer, he has served on the several 
Boards and Committees of the Grand Lodge and has made regular 
advancement such that he is now prepared to assume the position and accept 
the responsibilites of this most important office in Freemasonry. 


On March 24, 1932, Eddie Phillips Stiles, the older of two sons was born to 
Edwin Philip Stiles and Cybele Jenkins Ward in North Wilkesboro. His 
younger brother, Robert, is a member of Riverside Lodge No. 606 in Catawba. 
Eddie met and married Loretta Clark at U.N.C. Chapel Hill. They have three 
sons, Phil, Jonand Mark, all of whom are Senior DeMolays. Phil is a Past State 
Master Councilor of DeMolay and is now a Master Mason and a member of 
Apex Lodge No. 584. 


After graduating from the public schools of Newton-Conover, he attended 
Lenoir Rhyne College in Hickory where he received the Bachelor of Science 
Degree cum laude with a full major in Chemistry, Biology and Mathematics. 
He was inducted into CHI BETA PHI, national scientific honor society and 
served as President of Alpha Beta Chapter and Regional President of the 
southeastern district of the U.S.A. He was presented the CHI BETA PHI 
Honor Key at graduation for the highest scholastic record in the Bachelor of 
Science program. 


Following graduation from Lenoir Rhyne, he attended the School of 
Medicine at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. He accepted a 
Post Sophomore Fellowship in the Department of Biochemistry and earned 
the Master of Science Degree for studies on the effects of certain chemicals on 
the growth of cancer in mice. He then completed his medical studies and 
received the M.D. degree in 1963. After two years of post-doctoral studies at 
Roanoke Memorial Hospital in Roanoke, Virginia, he then established a 
private practice in Family Medicine in Apex, North Carolina. He is a Fellow 
of the American Academy of Family Physicians and a diplomate of the 
American Board of Family Practice. He belongs to a number of professional 
associations and is a member of the visiting faculty to the School of Medicine at 
Chapel Hill, holding the rank of Assistant Professor. 


He is a member of Apex United Methodist Church and has served that 
church in a number of capacities: Lay Leader, member of the Administrative 
Board, chairman of the Council on Ministries and Sunday School teacher for 
the young adult class. In the community, he has served a term on the Wake 
County Board of Education, the Board of Directors for the Wake County 
Cancer Society, and has been a supporter of Boy Scouts of America. He is 
Chaplain-General of the Goose and Gridiron Society of the U.S.A. 


His Masonic history is as follows: 


He was initiated May 15, 1953; passed June 5, 1953; and raised July 17, 
1953 to the sublime degree of Master Mason in Catawba Lodge No. 248, 
Newton, North Carolina. He was certified as a Certified Lecturer in 
November of 1953, but because of medical studies allowed the certification to 
lapse until 1967 when he renewed his certificate and which he has continued to 
keep renewed to the present. On March 14, 1966 he affiliated with Apex Lodge 
No. 584 under the continuous membership plan. He was elected Senior 
Warden in 1967 and then Master in 1968 and 1970. He also served as Secretary 
from 1971 through 1974 and 1979 through 1984. The lodge elected him to life 
membership in 1986. He is an honorary member of Masters Lodge No. 754. 
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Hiram Lodge No. 40, Green Level Lodge No. 277, Holly Springs Lodge No. 
115, and Goldsboro Lodge No. 634. He was appointed District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer for the 26th Masonic District for three terms 1970-73. Most 
Worshipful William L. Mills, Grand Master, appointed him District Deputy 
Grand Master in 1974. He was re-appointed by M.:.W...Frank S. Noble, Grand 
Master and M..:.W.:.Leslie H. Garner, Grand Master. At the Annual 
Communication of Grand Lodge held in April of 1985, Most Worshipful I. 
Boyd Hopkins, Grand Master, presented him the Joseph Montfort Medal for 
meritorious service. He is also serving as the grand representative of the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland near the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. At the 
Grand Master's Conference held in Calgary in February of this year, he was 
elected Conference Committee Chairman for the Grand Master’s Conference 
to be held in Cedar Rapids, Iowa in 1988. Now the “purple of our Fraternity” 
will rest on his honored shoulders as he assumes the responsibilities of leading 
our Craft as Grand Master of Masons. 


Our Grand Master has had an intense interest and love for all aspects of 
Freemasonry as attested by his many memberships, offices held and honors 
received. He was exalted a Royal Arch Mason in Raleigh Chapter No. 10 in 
1967 and served as High Priest in 1977. He is the grand representative of the 
Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Western Australia near the Grand 
Chapter of North Carolina. In 1977, he was presented the Bronze Award of 
General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons International. He was 
President of North Carolina Council of the Order of High Priesthood in 
1985-86. 


He was greeted a Select Master in Enoch Council No. 5, Raleigh, North 
Carolina, in 1967, and served as Illustrious Master in 1971. He received the 
Super Excellent Master’s Degree in Enoch Council and has taken an active 
part in the degree. He received the Thrice Illustrious Master’s Degree in 1971 
and served as Thrice Illustrious Master of the North Carolina Council in 1979. 
He has taken the part of DAVID in the degree several times. He is a dual 
member of Roanoke Council No. 1 and is currently serving as Illustrious 
Master. He has been a certified Cryptic Lecturer since 1971 and has served 
several terms on the Board of Lectureship and as its Chairman. In 1972, he was 
elected Grand Conductor of the Council and advanced through several offices 
to that of Grand Master in 1976. In 1978, he was appointed General Grand 
Marshal of the General Grand Council of Cryptic Masons International. He 
served as Chairman of the Youth Committee of General Grand Council for 
three trienniums and as a member of the Board of Ritual for one term. He is 
the Grand Representative of South Dakota. In 1978, he received the Simmons 
Jones Baker Medal. In 1983, he received the Cryptic Mason of the Year Award 
from General Grand Council and in 1984, he received the General Grand 
Council Youth Award. 


He was knighted in Raleigh Commandery No. 4, Knights Templar in 1967 
and served as Commander in 1977. He was presented the York Rite Medal for 
Meritorious Service by the York Rite Bodies of Raleigh in 1974. He is 
currently Commander in the East of Knight Crusaders of the Cross in North 
Carolina and an officer in Holy Sepulchre Tabernacle No. III, Holy Royal 
Arch Knight Templar Priests. He is Herald in Lily of the Valley Priory No. 1, 
Knights of the York Cross of Honor. 


He received the Scottish Rite Degrees, 4th-32nd in Carolina Consistory in 
November 1953 and affiliated with Raleigh Consistory in 1966. In 1969, the 
Supreme Council invested him with the Rank and Decoration of Knight 
commander of the Court of Honour. He is co-degree Master of the 14th Degree 
ind for a number of years also conferred the 4th degree. He has served as 
Venerable Master of the Lodge of Perfection, Wise Master of the Chapter of 
tose Croix, Commander of the Council of Kadosh and Master of Kadosh of 
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Raleigh Consistory. From 1977 to 1986, he served as Chairman of the S.G.I.G.’s 
or Deputy’s Advisory Conference and since 1977 has been a member of the 
North Carolina Scottish Rite Masonic Foundation, Inc. and during that time 
he has served as trustee and State Coordinator. On October 23, 1975, the 
Supreme Council coronated him an Inspector General honorary of the Thirty- 
Third Degree and on two occassions (1977 and 1979) he acted as Grand 
Commander in the conferral of the Rank and Decoration of Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honour upon North Carolina Designates. 


In January 1954, he crossed the hot sands and was created a member of the 
Ancient Arabic Order of Nobles of the Mystic Shrine in Oasis Temple, 
Charlotte, and affiliated with Sudan Temple, New Bern, in 1966. He served 
Sudan Temple as Ambassador and Assistant Medical Director. He was 
President of Apex Shrine Club in 1968. In 1975, he became a Charter Member 
of Amran Temple, Raleigh, and has served as Medical Director of the Temple. 
He is a dual member of Sudan Temple. 


He is a member and Past Sovereign Master of Master of Tyre Council No. 
35, Allied Masonic Degrees and has been invested with the Red Branch of 
Erie. He is a dual member of Bannockburn Council No. 125, A.M.D. and in 
February 1982, he was appointed Grand Tyler of the Grand Council of A.M.D. 
of the U.S.A. and is currently serving as Junior Grand Warden. 


He isa member and Past Excellent Chief of Harp Cross and Eagle Council 
No. 8, Knight Masons of the U.S.A. (formerly of Ireland). He served as Scribe 
from 1973 to 1985. In 1975, he was appointed Grand Steward of the Grand 
Council of Knight Masons of the U.S.A. by Harold D. Elliott, 2nd and heserved 
as Great Chief in 1983. 

He is a Fellow of the Grand College of Rites of the U.S.A. and in February 
of 1982 was appointed Grand Seneshal by James D. Penley and is currently 
serving as Grand Chancellor. 

He became a member of the North Carolina College of Societas 
Rosicruciana in Civitatibus Foederatis (S. R.I.C.F.) in 1974 and adopted as his 
motto “Omnia Tempus Alit” meaning Time Heals Everyting. In 1976, he 
presented a paper entitled “Cycles and Life” afterwhich he was advanced to 
the VII”. In 1978, the Supreme Magus of the High Council advanced him to the 
VIII? of the third Order and he served the College as Celebrant from 1978 to 
1980 when the Supreme Magus again advanced him to IX? and appointed him 
Chief Adept, ad vitum as successor to M.:.W.:.Charles A. Harris, P.G.M., IX*. 
In 1986, he was appointed by the Supreme Magus to the office of Guardian of 
the Caverns of the High Council. 

He is a member of St. John of Patmos Conclave, Red Cross of Constantine 
and in 1986 he served as Sovereign. He was also appointed Intendant General 
for the North Carolina Divison in 1986 by J. Willard Register, Grand 
Sovereign of the United Grand Imperial Council. 

He is a member of North Carolina York Rite College No. 69. He served as 
secretary from 1978 through 1984 when he accepted appointment into the 
advancing line. He is serving as Deputy Governor of the College. In 1979, he 
received the Order of the Purple Cross and was elected an Associate Regent in 
the Sovereign York Rite College of North America and has served as Herald in 
the Sovereign College since that time. He served two years as President of the 
Sovereign College Association of Associate Regents. 

He is a member of the Royal Order of Scotland and a member of Raleigh 
Court No. 196, Royal Order of Jesters. He is an honorary member of North 
Carolina Chapter No. 97, National Sojourners and a Hero of 76. He is a 
member of Azusa Grotto, M.O.V.P.E.R. He is a member of Apex Chapter, 
Order of the Eastern Star. 

He is a member of the Order of Corks, the Order of the Bath, the 
Philalethes, the Correspondence Circle of Quatuor Coronati Lodge of 
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Research, Southern California Lodge of Research, Iowa Lodge of Research, 
Illinois Lodge of Research and the Masonic Book Club. 


He is the founder of James E. Horne Chapter, Order of DeMolay in 
Newton in 1954 and of William L. Guest Chapter in Apex in 1975. He has 
served as Chairman of the Advisory Council in both of these Chapters. The 
International Supreme Council has recognized his activity by awarding him 
with the Zerubbabel Key, the Advisor’s Honor Key, the Advisor of the Year 
Award, the Cross of Honor, the Honorary Legion of Honor and in 1986 with 
honorary membership in the International Supreme Council. 


As we celebrate our Grand Lodge Bicentennial, we are privileged to have 
one who is so well prepared, dedicated and well known to our membership to 
serve in the office of Grand Master. We look forward to a year of celebration of 
Freemasonry: celebrating Freemasonry’s past during the Freemasonry of the 
present as we prepare for the future of Freemasonry.

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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.-.Brother James G. 
Martin, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
who delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master (“Bud”) McCall, Officers of the Grand 
— of North Carolina, Past Grand Masters, Distinguished Guests, and my 
rethren: 


It is an honor and a privilege for me to present the oration at this opening 
session of the 200th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, 
Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina—an event which this year 
coincides with the Bicentennial of the United States Constitution. In many 
ways the organization of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina and the crafting 
of our national Charter are intertwined. 


But for the moment, allow me to take you back further in time to 1717, 
when several Masonic Lodges were united in England and formed the “first” 
Grand Lodge of England. Although America had been colonized 120 years 
earlier, the 18th century marked the height of English world expansion. 


Freemasons over the succeeding years traveled the face of the earth 
through the channels of trade and colonization. By the early 1750's, a number 
of lodges had been established in North Carolina. It was in these lodges that 
the institution known for ages as Freemasonry drew together in the bonds of 
unity and brotherly love scores of Colonial leaders who founded our state and 
nation—a nation under God, which free men were destined to carve out of a 
wilderness. 


Today, I invite you to join with me in a voyage through time—a voyage that 
not only traces the heritage of Freemasonry in this land we call America, but 
which also gives meaning to the values which it has inculcated from the 
earliest days of our nation to this very moment in our own lives. 


To our early brethren, we owe our birth of freedom and liberty, our victory 
of independence over oppression and the framing of a Constitution, the 
document upon whose principles our government has stood the test of time. 


Freemasonry has an ancient history—one that may be traced to those 
operative lodges of Masons whose monuments are the medieval abbeys and 
cathedrals of Old England. The oldest written record of our Order predates by 
a full century the voyage of Columbus and his three caravels who sailed 
westward in quest of a new world. 


The history of Freemasonry in the American Colonies began with the 
issuance of a warrant for the first lodge of Philadelphia. It soon spread rapidly 
throughout the colonies prior to the Revolution. 


With the introduction of Freemasonry in North Carolina in 1753, our 
colony became the eleventh among the original thirteen to embrace the 
brotherhood prior to the war which won our independence. 


Warrants were issued by the Grand Lodge of England for Lodges at 
Halifax; by Scotland at Fayetteville; by Virginia at Warrenton; and by Joseph 
Montfort, Provincial Grand Master of North America, for Lodges at New 
Bern, Kinston, Edenton, Windsor and Winton. 

Thus, there were no less than eleven Lodges that had been at work in 
North Carolina before the end of the Revolution. 

Partial minutes that have come down to us show that these Lodges were 
intensely patriotic. Somany members were absent on military duty during the 
Revolution that it was often impossible to hold meetings. 

Among the earliest Freemason patriots in North Carolina were Grand 

Master Montfort, his Deputy, Cornelius Harnett, and Colonel Robert Rowe. 
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Harnett and Rowe were excluded by Sir Henry Clinton from his general offer 
of amnesty. Sir Henry’s action can be traced to the role of Harnett and Rowe in 
forcing the Royal Governor of North Carolina, Josiah Martin, to flee Tryon 
Place and seek safety at Fort Johnston. 


Harnett and Rowe organized and led one of the first patriotic causes, the 
“Sons of Liberty,” in defiance of British civil authority. Encouraged by this 
organization, the Wilmington Safety Committee sent a warning to Governor 
Martin that the patriots intended to destroy Fort Johnston and commandeer 
its cannon. Governor Martin wishing to be neither destroyed nor 
commandeered, quickly removed himself from the Fort and sought safety 
aboard the British warship “Cruizer.” 


On July 18, 1775, 500 Minutemen, under the command of Harnett and 
Rowe, along with John Ashe, assembled at Old Brunswick and took the Forton 
the morning of July 19th. Governor Martin was awakened on the “Cruizer” 
and saw the flames from his Fort adding to the dawn’s early light. All this was 
in 1775, just after Bunker Hill. 


The fire of liberty had been ignited in the Province of North Carolina. It 
would not be extinguished until victory was achieved. 


At the time of Governor Martin’s rule, the Province of North Carolina 
stretched from the Outer Banks to the Mississippi River, including the 
overmountain region which now is Tennessee. Later, the Presidents of the 
three Provincial Congresses, which exercised the authority of the State in the 
intervals between the Congresses, and many of the leading officers in the 
Militia and the Continental Line, were Freemasons. 


And so it is that we may trace the very roots of our independence and the 
proud history and great legacy of North Carolina’s early patriots to members 
of the Masonic Order. Indeed, wherever we look in the history of America, we 
find the weight of Freemasonry’s influence in shaping the ideals of 
Americanism. 


Members of St. Andrew’s Lodge led the Boston Tea Party. Colonel Henry 
Purkett, a Revolutionary officer and member of St. Andrew’s Lodge, was the 
last — survivor of the “Indian” raiding party which threw the tea 
overboard. 


Freemasons held us together at Valley Forge during the winter of 1777-78 
and gave courage to the Continental troops to survive. Among these troops 
were 1,000 members of the 10th Regiment of the North Carolina Line. 
Commanding these troops were Freemasons from our state—Colonel James 
Hogan, Major Thomas Hogg, Lieutenants Jesse Reed, Robert Hayes and 
Thomas Pasteur. 


When General George Washington moved his troops from Valley Forge in 
early June of 1778, they were the best trained army in the war. In charge of 
their training was another Freemason, the great German officer, Major 
General Baron von Steuben. 


The names of our founding brethren are written with a bold flourish 
across the pages of American history—the familiar names of George 
Washington, Benjamin Franklin, Paul Revere, John Hancock, Robert Paine, 
Alexander Hamilton, Andrew Jackson, Sam Houston and James Polk. 


Andrew Johnson, who was born in Raleigh in 1808 and who later became 
the 17th President of the United States, was among those who preceded us in 
the Fraternity and brought honor to our movement. 


Freemasons were among the leaders who drafted the Declaration of 
Independence, crafted the United States Constitution, and introduced the Bill 
of Rights. Among the North Carolina delegation to the Philadelphia 
Consitiution Convention in the summer of 1787 was William R. Davie, who was 
inducted into the Order of Freemasonry in 1791. 
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Davie, as many of you may recall, is considered the “Father of the 
University of North Carolina.” He was also a Revolutionary War hero. So 
transcendent were his powers of oratory that Davie managed to talk the 
General Assembly of 1789 into adopting a Bill for a public university. 

Davie embraced the ideology of Freemasonry so ardently, that within a 
year of his initiation, he was elevated to the office of Grand Master. Asaresult, 
he was able to blend the Masons into the University’s most effective lobby. The 
Masonic influence, indeed, may have been critical to the University in its 
formative years. 


Governor Samuel Johnson, Grand Master of North Carolina in 1789, had 
strongly supported Davie’s University Bill, a Bill which named a Board of 
Trustees that was heavily, if not entirely, Masonic. 

This first Board in 1790, chose former Governor Alexander Martin as the 
University’s first President and William Lenoir as the President Pro Tem. 
Both were Freemasons. 

Davie is credited with laying out the University’s campus on the order of a 
Masonic Lodge, with Old East, Old West and South Buildings representing 
the three stations of officers in a Masonic Lodge, and the Old Well, 
representing the location of the Masonic Altar. In 1799, Davie became 
Governor of North Carolina and resigned as Grand Master. | 

He left secure in the knowledge that the University of North Carolina, 
with its Masonic campus plan, its Masonic cornerstone, and its faculty of 
Freemasons, would anchor the school in rational principles in the dawn of a 
new century. 

Those who came before us in the infancy of our country knew that it takes 
more than a perfect plan of government to preserve liberty. Something else 
was needed—some moral principle diffused among the people to unite and 
strengthen the urge to peaceful observance of the law. 

They recognized that the raw materials of a free government are people 
who can act with moral courage and without compulsion, who do not willfully 
violate the rights of others, and who possess the true qualities of brotherhood. 

To us, their successors, falls the task of preserving the principles which 
have given Freemasonry its truly lasting values. These values are Truth, 
Faith, Courage and Compassion. 

One of the best instructions for living a life which is worthwhile is 
expressed in this simple prayer: 

“God grant me the serenity to accept the things I cannot change; the 
courage to change the things I cannot accept; and the wisdom to know the 
difference.” 

Expressed another way, this prayer tells us to seek Truth, keep Faith, 
have Courage, and dispense Compassion. 

It is impossible, as Freemasonry teaches us, to exaggerate the importance 
of seeking truth. We discover truth in fragments and must piece it together 
like a puzzle. As a result, the search for truth requires much study, 
observation and meditation. It also requires an attitude of mind which makes 
us wish to be on the side of truth, as well as to have truth on our side. 

We can achieve this attitude by taking and keeping the oath passed on to 
us by Thomas Jefferson in these challenging words: 


“I have sworn upon the altar of God, eternal hostility against every form of 
tyranny over the mind of men.” He spoke these words more than 200 years ago. 
They remain true today. 

The path to truth, as we have learned from our Masonic teachings, is 
knowledge of the fundamental things which give us the vision to see life 
beautiful and complete. We must let books become our friends, for by reading, 
we may summon to our fireside the choice spirits of all the ages. 
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Freemasonry teaches us to study people, for by doing so, we discover anew 
the often forgotten fact that the earth is occupied by many gallant souls. It 
teaches us to observe nature; to walk at times in solitude beneath the starry 
heavens, for by doing so, we absorb the great lesson that God is infinite, and 
that our lives are simply tiny beats in the heart of time. 


We must continue to cling to the ancient landmarks of truth, but be ready 
always to test the soundness of new ideas. We must accept what our hearts find 
to be true, what our hearts declare to be noble, even though it may topple an old 
belief from its throne. 


We must always seek knowledge of fundamental things with such passion 
that we may say in truth at the sunset of each day: “I am wiser today than I was 
yesterday.” 


The soothsayers of ancient India exalted an unending search for 
knowledge in this phrase: 


“When thou attainest a hundred year, then cease to learn. I entreat you to 
let nothing on this side of the grave put an end to your pursuit of knowledge.” 

If we seek truth with diligence, we will find the special value which 
enables men to walk by faith outside the bounds of knowledge. 

Truth will give us the second value, faith. Thomas Carlyle once observed, 
“A person lives by believing something; not by debating and arguing many 
things.” These are words of wisdom which are worth remembering. 

Faith is nota cellar in which to take refuge from the storms of life. It is, on 
the contrary, an inner force which will give us strength to face these storms 
with confidence and serenity of spirit. In times of greatest stress, faith has the 
power to lift ordinary people to greatness. 


Faith is exhibited best in the lives of people who trust the promises of God. 
Faith, therefore, has taught us the third value of Freemasonry: Courage. 

Since the beginning of time, fear has been a devastating enemy. We must 
make a distinction between fear, which is foolish, and anxiety, which enables 
us to show concern about future events and take steps to prepare for them. 

People today are more fearful, perhaps, than at any time in our history. 
They are assailed on all sides by fears—the fear of economic insecurity, the 
fear of losing status, the fear of illness, and the fear of death... even fear of the 
unknown and unknowable. 


To overcome fear, we must have courage. As General Robert E. Lee wrote 
to his son, Custis Lee: “Duty then is the sublimest word in our language. Do 
your duty in all things. You cannot do more. You should never wish to do less.” 

Freemasonry teaches that by developing courageous personalities, we 
will be able to scorn dangers which are imaginary and defy dangers that 
cannot be avoided. We have learned that we must have faith in ourselves, faith 
in the righteousness of our causes, and faith in the promises of God. 

The fourth virtue which has been passed on to us by Freemasonry is 
Compassion, which enables us to live a full, rewarding and meaningful life. 
We have learned that we must have compassion which is several octaves above 
that required by society. 

The ability to look for and find good in everyone is a rare, but reasured, 
quality in life. The capacity to love your fellow man, to extend a helping hand, 
to understand and respond with kindness to another’s problem gives us riches 
more precious than gold. 

Our Lord talked about this: “And whoever compels you to go a mile, go 
with him two.” So it is written in the Book of Matthew. Compassion builds 
self-esteem and without this vital ingredient life is like walking in sand all the 
time. 

Albert Pike, the great philosopher of the Scottish Rite, left the following 
words to remind us of our responsibility to others: 
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“What a man does for himself alone dies with him. What he does for others 
and the world remains and is immortal.” 


These words give true value to the definition of “Brotherhood.” On the 
occasion of this 200th Annual Communication we come together as brethren 
all in the spirit of these great words. 


Today, let us rededicate ourselves to preserving and living by these words 
and these values of Freemasonry, which were passed on tous at great sacrifice, 
but inherited so freely in our own time.

The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones, 
Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is with a sense of pride, of humility and of gratitude that I submit the 
72nd Annual Report to the Grand Lodge. A sense of pride because Iam happy 
to report that 1986 was a successful year in that we cared for a greater number 
of residents and at the same time raised to a higher level the quality of care 
extended. A sense of humility because of the awesome responsibilities one in 
my position acquires by heading up such a large family of residents and 
employees. Then, too, the responsibility obligated to the Board of Directors, 
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the Grand Lodge and the Grand Chapter, O.E.S., increases the totality of all 
responsibilities to such an extent it humbles me as I go about my daily work. 
And a sense of gratitude because I am deeply grateful for the support and 
sympathetic understanding of the Board of Directors and the Grand Lodge. 
Without this support it would nearly be impossible to perform the duties 
required. 


The nature of a report such as this has a tendency to be drawn out and too 
long. Therefore, I will report briefly on the overall condition of the Home, 
dividing the report into three parts: A. Care of the Residents, B. Status of 
Employees, and C. Condition of the Buildings and Grounds. I will leave to the 
Board of Directors the report on the income and operating expenses of the 
Home. 


A. Care of the Residents 
Below I have drawn four charts illustrating the population statistics and 
the age distribution of the residents in both the Main Home and the 


Independent Apartments. They are self-explanatory and need no further 
clarification.

The Home received high marks in 1986 for its high standards of quality 
care given to the patients in the Care Center and also for its sanitation. The 
North Carolina Department of Human Resources, Division of Facility 
Services, made their annual visit to the Home in October. Their survey 
included the Care Center and the Dietary Department. All standards, as 
imposed upon nursing homes across the state, were met and in many instances 
surpassed. Likewise, the Greensboro Health Department made their annual 
survey and for the second straight year the Home received a ninety-eight 
percent grade A score. 


The care for the residents in the residential areas consists mainly of 
balanced, nutritional, regular meals; health checkups; skin, feet, and teeth 
care; rest; and a variety of activities inside and outside of the Home. I cannot 
say enough about the efforts we are making to provide for the total care in the 
three areas of the physical, the emotional, and the spiritual well-being of each 
resident. Although each resident is dependent to some extent upon the Home, 
we also stress the independence each needs by encouraging them to come and 
go from the Home as they desire. The Home serves as a base for our residents to 
return to after visiting, traveling, etc. We feel regularity and routine increases 
the life span of our residents by enhancing preventive health care. 


The care of the patients in the Care Center requires a more detailed, 
systematic, sustained plan of action each twenty-four hours. Many of these 
patients are confused and many need total care. The greatest portion of the 
Home’s operating expenses is allotted to the needs of these patients. Moreover, 
the largest number of employees are assigned to this area. During the year, the 
Care Center averaged between sixty-seven to seventy-four patients daily. Our 
goal is, if possible, to get each patient up each day and to provide them with 
some worthwhile activity, either individually or in some small group. 


The "Guide for Daily Living," a small resident handbook, was revised 
during the year. Each resident was given a copy and also one was sent to each 
applicant on the waiting list. The guidebook gives some general information 
about the different departments, the medical services available, and miscel- 
laneous information about such topics as telephones, mail, keys, and the 
beauty shop. 


Before leaving my discussion about the residents, I want to show you two 


small charts which illustrate the magnitude of the services being given. Both 
charts are for the year 1986.

B. Status of Employees 


I would be remiss in my report if I did not mention the relationship of the 
employees with the Home. At the present time there are 112 employees on the 
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payroll. Approximately seventy are involved directly with the Care Center. 
Many of them are utilized on a part-time basis. We have had a large turnover 
of employees during the year, mainly involving the nurses’ aides. This is not 
unusual because the other thirteen homes in Guilford County are experiencing 
the same employee problems. Many of our employees are not skilled workers 
when hired, and, therefore, much time is spent in orientation sessions and 
inservice programs both inside and outside of the Home. We do have many 
dedicated workers who have been with us five years or longer and the Home is 
blessed by having these conscientious employees who by their labors of love 
and compassion are providing the needs of our residents. 


We are making every effort to keep the morale of our employees high, 
namely, by having salaries competitive with the homes and hospitals around 
us, by providing a good working environment, by providing the proper 
leadership and by improving the fringe benefits such as hospitalization, a 
strong pension plan and paid annual leave days. Maintaining a high morale 
among our employees is ever so important in helping to sustain our reputation 
as one of the finest homes in the state. 

C. Condition of the Buildings and Grounds 

There were no major renovations of the buildings and grounds during the 
year of 1986. Although both require constant attention and minor repairs are 
an everday item, both are in good overall repair. Iam going to briefly list, in no 
particular order, some of the improvements made during the year. 

1. A highway historical marker was erected at the entrance of the Home by the 
state. 

2. The entry wall was completed with the name of the Home, the Masonic and 
Eastern Star symbols, and post and ground lights. 

3. The grounds around the independent apartments were landscaped. 

4. The old nurses’ home was removed and the grounds were made into a 
parking lot and landscaped. 

5. The outside of the Latham Building and the outside of all the corridors were 
painted. 

6. The inside of the Chapel was painted and for the first time covers were 
placed on the exposed radiators. 

7. The floors of the Setzer and Bennette Buildings hallways were carpeted, 
thus concluding the carpeting of all the residential buildings. 

8. An instant steam hot water heater was installed in the Care Center which 
provides hot water for the patients at all times. 

9. New cooking equipment was purchased and installed in the kitchen to 
replace the thirty year old equipment. 

10. The shrubbery in front of the Main Building (Linville) was removed. This 
historic old landmark was diseased and could no longer be kept attractive. The 
flag pole in the middle was painted silver. 

11. Three rooms in the Latham Building were combined and made into an 
apartment for couples. 

12. New cubical curtains were purchased for every room in the Care Center. 
18. Most all of the shades in the residential rooms have been replaced by 
mini-blinds. 

14. The cemetery markers were realigned and the grounds were seeded and 
fertilized. 

15. A new Ford station wagon was purchased to replace the old Dodge car. The 
station wagon is needed to transport residents and patients to and around 
town. 

In closing, I want to thank Brother David Ford, who is the Business 
Manager, for overseeing the finances of the Home. His capable control 
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prevents our finances from getting out of hand, while at the same time he 
appreciates the forward progress being made in all areas. Also, a special 
thanks is in order for Mrs. Ella Payne, the Assistant Administrator, who also 
serves as our Personnel Director. She manages the Home and takes care of any 
problems when my duties require me to be on the road and away from the 
Home. I owe a debt of gratitude to all of the Board of Directors and especially 
to the Grand Master, Brother Bud McCall, for their interest and dedication to 
the Home. These good Brothers and Sisters have hearts of gold and will leave 
no stone unturned when it comes to the welfare of the residents. 


The Masonic and Eastern Star Home continues in the spirit of Free- 
masonry to provide a home of care and love for some of our elderly Masonic 
Sisters and Brothers. I would like to urge each Brother, along with the Grand 
Lodge, to keep the work of the Home before you. There is no finer opportunity 
to provide a memorial to some loved one or friend than by making some special 
provision for buildings, equipment, or endowment funds for our elderly. 


When one works daily in the midst of such a large family of residents and 
employees and when one thinks of the ever-increasing demands of more and 
better quality care, it is hard to forsee what lies just ahead tomorrow much less 
what lies ahead next week and next year. But in all events, I pledge to the 
Grand Lodge my continued devotion to both the Fraternity and the Home. 
With your support, with the divine guidance of the Supreme Architect, and in 
the spirit of loving kindness as taught by the Carpenter’s Son, I am resolved to 
provide the leadership, through diligence and example, in solving each 
Po m and crossing each hurdle in our attempts to ease the burdens of our 
elderly.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR 
HOME OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home was presented and entered on 
the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We, the members of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home submit our annual report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 

The Board, made up of twelve Masons and eight Eastern Stars, held its 
regular quarterly meetings in February, May, August and November. There 
were not any special called meetings during 1986. At each regular meeting 
applicants were approved to be placed on either the waiting list for the Main 
Home or on the waiting list for the Independent Apartments, the Superin- 
tendent gave a detailed report on all departments and activities of the Home, 
the Assistant Administrator gave her report, and the Business Manager gave 
a Treasurer’s Report on the income and expenses of the Home. On each 
occasion the Board approved all the reports. 

It needs to be pointed out again, as in years past, that the function of the 
Board is not to get involved in the day-to-day decisions of the Home. These are 
left to the Superintendent, the Assistant Administrator, and their capable 
supervisors. The function of the Board is to set the guiding principles, rules 
and regulations, and to change the by-laws if necessary. 
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The operation of the Board is performed by Board Committees. These 
Committees are Personnel and Policies, Finance, Building and Grounds, Real 
Estate, Admissions for Total Care (Main Home), Admissions for Independent 
Living (Apartments), Long Range Planning, and Investment. Each Com- 
mittee has specific duties and, when necessary, reports to the Board at each 
regular meeting. The full Board in turn will approve, disapprove, or delay 
action after the Committee makes a recommendation. 


On the recommendation of the Admissions Committee for Total Care, the 
Board approved thirty-four applicants in 1986 to be placed on the waiting list 
and the Board disapproved of four. Also, the Admissions Committee for the 
Independent Apartments recommended, and the Board approved, two singles 
and three couples for the waiting list in 1986. As this report is being written 
our waiting lists now numbers sixty-two for the Main Home and seventeen for 
the Independent Apartments. One concern the Board has struggled with and 
has found no solution for is what to do about those applicants who have been 
approved and have been on the waiting list for two or more years. We realize 
that in some instances an additional hardship is placed on the applicant when 
he or she has to wait so long before entering. Death, failing health, depletion of 
finances, and Care Center needs are all possibilities that loom larger with each 
passing day of waiting to enter. The Board sincerely sympathizes with the 
plight of those caught in these situations but as yet no solution has been found. 


Because of inflation and because there had not been any change in the 
monthly fees of the apartment residents, since the apartments were first 
entered (1981), the Board at its November 1986 meeting increased the 
monthly fees by five percent. This increase began in January, 1987. 


As in years gone by, the Board feels it is necessary to submit to the Grand 
Lodge a chart comparing the Total Income and Operating Expenses of the 
Home for the past two years. Both the Income and Operating Expenses are 
increasing and it is the Board’s desire that each Mason familiarize himself 
with the finances of the Home. 


Below are tables showing a comparison of the Total Operating Income and 
Expenses for the years 1985 and 1986.

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From the chart, several facts are apparent: 


1. Income from the Blue Lodges, the Grand Chapter, O.E.S., the Grand Lodge, 
and the Masonic Foundation increased in 1986. 


2. Income from the residents and the Home investments decreased in 1986. 


3. The expenses of all departments increased in 1986 with the exception of 
Plant and Operation. This decrease in Maintenance came about because the 
boilers were switched to the burning of low-cost oil instead of the usual natural 
gas. 

Although the Board realizes the continued need to expand the Care 
Center, we did not feel the financial situation of the Home was strong enough 
to begin this major addition in 1986. The Board hopes and believes that as the 
income continues to improve and gradually becomes greater than the 
expenses, a way can be found to commence this operation. One must keep in 
mind that any addition to the Home, in the way of buildings, always increases 
the operating expenses of the Home each year thereafter. 


We have kept in touch with the life of the Home and its affairs. We feel that 
1986 was another successful year. More residents and patients were cared for 
and at the same time a better quality of care was given. All of the buildings and 
grounds are in good repair. The Superintendent will explain in his report 
more about the quality care given to the residents and the condition of the 
buildings and grounds. 

We wish to express our thankfulness to every Mason and Eastern Star 
who has contributed in any way to the welfare of our residents. We especially 
want to commend the Blue Lodges that made an extra effort to contribute 
financially to the Home and in so doing raised the overall Blue Lodge 
contributions to the Home by twenty-three percent. Oasis Temple, the 
Association of Capitular Masons, the Greenville Shrine No. 7, the Gastonia 
York Rite Bodies, the Goldsboro York Rite Bodies, the Order of DeMolay, and 
the Carson York Rite, all made special donations to the Home. For these gifts 
the Board is deeply grateful. 

Finally, we wish to acknowledge the Superintendent, the Assistant 
Administrator, and the fine staff of capable employees for their dedication to 
the work of the Home. We continue to be amazed and proud of their sincerity, 
loyalty and desire to make the Home one of the best in the state all 365 days of 
the year. Our elderly Sisters and Brothers are receiving the finest care and 
love available. For this we should all be thankful as well as proud.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home was read and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-16 of THE CODE of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, this Committee made its annual inspection and evaluation of 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home on February 25, 1987. Members present 
were Jerry G. Tart, Fred L. Sherrill, Jr., and J. Warren Jeffries. (Due to a 
mixup regarding the scheduling of the meeting, Brother Sherer made a 
separate inspection on February 18, 1987. Brother Fortenberry was unable to 
meet with us due to illness.) 
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Upon arrival we met with Brother Tommy L. Jones, Superintendent, who 
briefed us on accomplishments during the year and ongoing plans for 
improvements. During this time we learned that all of the matters recom- 
mended in the report of this Committee for 1986 had been completed or were 
near completion. On arriving for our meeting, we all noted the new entrance 
which has been recently constructed, and all of the work in connection with the 
entrance and sign identifying the Home is complete with the exception ofsome 
landscaping which is being completed as weather permits. We also noted that 
the shrubbery in front of the Linville Building (the square and compasses) had 
been removed. This had been unsightly for sometime and after inspection and 
evaluation by a horticulturist from North Carolina State University, this 
shrubbery was removed. In due course, soil treatment will be done and 
additional plantings will be made to improve the appearance of this area. 

Following our briefing by Brother Jones, we made a tour of the facilities. 
During this tour we noted that storm windows had been placed on all of the 
windows in the corridors between the various buildings, the corridors had 
been carpeted, the old “Nurse’s Home” Building had been removed and that 
area lanscaped, and a number of new items of equipment had been added in 
the kitchen. 

Although some of the buildings are over forty years old, we found all of 
them to be in excellent condition, well maintained, and very attractive. 
Changes are being made by adding different colors to the walls or wallpaper to 
give the buildings a more attractive appearance and to remove the “sterile” 
appearance that one sees in many similar facilities. 

The Committee had lunch in the dining room and found the food not only 
very tasty but attractive in appearance. The kitchen continues to carry a 
sanitation rating of ninety-eight points which is one of the highest given by the 
Health Department. 

During our tour of the facilities, we met many guests and a large number" 
of staff members. We found everyone cheerful and pleasant and obviously 
happy with the operation of our Home. 

We did not review the business records and financial reports as these are 
monitored periodically by the Board of Directors and audited annually by a 
certified public accountant. 

It was our conclusion that the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is well 
managed by Brother Jones and its business affairs properly handled by 
Brother David Ford. All of the Masons and Stars of North Carolina can be 
proud of this excellent facility and the outstanding staff. We would urge as 
many as possible to visit the Home and experience firsthand the service we are 
providing to 168 of our elderly Brothers and Sisters. 

In closing, we would like to express our appreciation to Brother Tommy 
Jones for his devotion to his duties as Superintendent and for his cooperation 
and assistance to this Committee. The hospitality extended by all of the staff 
was excellent.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 12) 
Brother Donald R. Moul, Superintendent of Oxford 
Orphanage, presented the following report which was read 
and entered on the record: 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is a pleasure to report on another very positive and productive year for 
the staff and children. We continue to fill a great need in the State of North 
Carolina by providing care for children unable to live with their family or in 
their hometown community. 


Over the last twelve months of the calendar year 1986, we averaged 200 
children in care. This is slightly down from the previous year but it is 
anticipated that with more effort from the Oxford Orphanage Committee, and 
the membership to make their communities aware of the services provided, 
the number of children served can be increased. With the advent of annual 
meetings with the Oxford Orphanage Committees through area meetings, I 
believe much can be accomplished in the area of child welfare provision. 
Indeed, the brethren have heard our plea as more children were referred for 
care during the first semester of school and the fund raising efforts produced a 
substantial increase in donations over the year 1985. There is substantial truth 
in our statement found in the Oxford Orphanage Committee Handbook, which 
was distributed during the area meetings. That statement is, “As the 
Committee works, so grows the Orphanage. Oxford Orphanage depends upon the 
Orphanage Committee as its foundation.” 

Visitation to the Orphanage from the brethren appears to be on the 
increase. For this we are very pleased. It is through such visits that those who 
contribute to our home for children are able to see for themselves the value of 
our program of care. Sunday visitation has increased and we encourage all 
who visit to come to our worship service at the York Rite Chapel, 11:00 a.m., 
dine with our children and allow our tour guides to show you the campus. We 
believe you will continue to be impressed. 


I am quite pleased with the progress being made by our students in the 
public schools. A number of our students have been recognized for their 
academic, artistic, and athletic abilities, while several of our students have 
been nominated as “Student of the Month” in our middle school. These 
nominations recognize the citizenship and leadership skills demonstrated by 
our children. Elementary students are progressing well in the IBM Writing- 
to-Read program and are enjoying learning some computer skills through a 
national pilot program for which Granville County Schools are a national 
demonstration site. Other children are involved in an after school program 
called Extended Time Learning Center for students who have fallen below the 
twenty-five percent level on the CAT. This additional instruction is to assist 
them in bringing up their scores, so that they will not be required to take 
mandatory summer school. 


Mr. Pat Cox, our Educational Liaison Officer, was elected to serve on the 
local school board. This local recognition has certainly contributed to our 
continued excellent relationship with the schools and the administration. 


Religion has always been an important part of our program of care. With 
the York Rite Chapel renovations being completed on the main and upper floor 
levels, we are now hoping to make additional improvements on the basement 
level. This is an all-purpose area where Boy and Girl Scouts meet; a stage is 
available for fun-time activities as well as a good meeting place for special 
events and training programs. Our worship services are held every Sunday 
that the children are on grounds including those special services such as Palm 
Sunday, Easter, Thanksgiving, and Christmas. Special summer activities 
include Backyard Bible Club and Vacation Bible School. 


The farm and dairy operations continue to be high productive programs 
and provide excellent responsible worksites for the boys. In 1986, the dairy 
produced more milk than ever before in the history of its operation. The herd 
average per cow remains above 19,000 pounds. a figure which produces pride 
in our staff and dairy boys. The farm was able to produce a garden crop this 
year, but problems with drought during growing season and wet fields at 
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harvest time caused an unexpected loss in the fields. 


Athletics continue to do well under the able direction of Mr. Rusty 
Scarborough. Our admittance as a member to the Coastal Plains Athletic 
Conference has given our children a chance to participate athletically on a 
level in which they can do well. We are presently offering interscholastic 
sports for both boys and girls in the fall, winter, and spring. Summer sports 
include swimming, baseball, softball, and various table game activities. Our 
staff has done an outstanding job working with our children to provide them 
the team sports which have made life at the Orphanage more enjoyable. 


This has been a most creative year for our clothing department. We have 
been extremely blessed with excellent used clothing for the children along 
with donations of material which have been turned into attractive clothing for 
the boys and girls. Donated comforters have been mended and placed on the 
bed of each child for added warmth. The girls who work in this department 
have learned not only to mend but to make clothing and take pride in their 
accomplishments. 


The Oxford Family Physicians continue to provide quality medical 
services for the children. Medical examinations and follow-up are provided by 
the clinic group and special needs are referred to the Duke Medical Center. 
Dental examinations are performed once or twice yearly. Additional visits are 
scheduled for emergency care and extensive dental work. Orthodontic 
referrals are made by our local dentists while vision, speech, and hearing 
screening is accomplished by the school system. When problems are detected 
the children are referred to the Duke Medical Center. Approximately one- 
fourth of our children are now wearing orthodontic and/or visual appliances. 
Although our local mental health clinic continues to see some of the children in 
need, they have had to curtail some of the Orphanage service due to lack of 
staff and increased referrals from the county. We have been quite selective in 
making referrals for diagnosis and therapy yet still have a waiting list of 
children who desperately need this type of help. Our effort will be to work as 
closely as possible with the clinic and have more inservice training for our staff 
so that we can become more capable of helping some of the children who have 
suffered emotional trauma. 


Our maintenance department has developed a scheduled cottage 
maintenance routine which is developing into the long awaited preventive 
maintenance effort. Non-productive buildings have been removed and the 
overall campus is clean and attractive. Sidewalks, driveways and storm 
drains have been repaired or replaced. Cottages have been repaired and 
painted on the exterior. Our Creasy K. Proctor Recreation Center received a 
new roof while the exterior wood trim has been replaced and painted. With 
each passing year, our recreation center becomes more attractive as long 
awaited repairs are made. Routine calls have kept the maintenance 
department quite busy overall. 


After twenty-seven and one-half years of being Print Shop Manager, 
Brother Allen Colenda retired. Mr. Chris Foster, has been hired as Allen’s 
replacement. With the children being in public school, much of the work 
completed through the shop is done by shop staff. Children come to work 
following the school day and will work full time during the summer months. 
The summer months will provide the best time for giving the youngsters their 
vocational printing experience. An on-going evaluation of the print shop in 
terms of our ability to provide up-to-date vocational training programs for the 
students is being conducted. Mr. Foster is assisting us in this evaluation and 
further recommendations will be made to our Board of Directors in the future. 

We, the staff and children, wish to express our gratitude to Most 
Worshipful Brother Walter F. McCall, Grand Master, for his strong 
leadership and devotion to the children; to our Board of Directors for their 
tireless efforts on our behalf; to Brothers Harry Greene, A. C. Honeycutt, and 
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Gerry T. Smith, our retiring members of the Board; and to all the Masons, 
friends of the Orphanage, business and civic organizations and benefactors 
who have contributed to the welfare of the children of Oxford Orphanage.

OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC.

The following report of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
2 C Incorporated, was presented and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors held its regular quarterly meetings in the months 
of February, May, August and November on the campus of Oxford 
Orphanage. All meetings were well attended. As is the custom, reports were 
received in advance from Department Heads, Business Manager and 
Superintendent so that the members would be well informed on the operations 
of the Orphanage prior to each quarterly meeting. The auditors have reported 
on the financial condition of the institution and provided data on all receipts, 
income and legacies received. 


At the completion of the calendar year 1986, Orphanage enrollment was 
192 of which 123 were boys and 69 were girls. Oxford Orphanage has a 
capacity of 252. Open space is located primarily in girl cottages and Dunn 
Cottage (Baby Cottage). We encourage the Craft to be aware of the child 
welfare needs within the many communities and contact the Oxford 
Orphanage Committees regarding children who may be in need of out-of- 
home placement. 

We continue to have an excellent relationship with the Granville County 
School system. Our children are functioning extremely well and they are 
involved in all areas of the school program. Although the majority of our 
children are in regular classroom settings some of the students are making use 
of the specialized learning programs in English and mathematics. A few 
students are enrolled in programs designed to assist children with various 
learning disabilities. 

St. John’s Day 1986, thanks to the efforts of our Brother Lloyd Young, was 
again a great success. Our attendance continues to rise for this most festive 
occasion while the parade was one of the most complete in many years. Special 
recognition must be made to the Nobles of the Shrine for the effort made to 
make this day so memorable. 

Masonic donations for 1986 totaled $575,144.20 as compared to 
$423,582.39 for 1985. This is a much needed increase in the per capita giving 
and the Brethren are to be congratulated for such a fine effort. The 
Foundation added $137,196.85 to our revenue and endowment income 
amounted to $658,697.77. The increase in revenue has made it possible to do 
many needed repairs on cottages and other buildings on the campus and 
underwrites the fine program of child care which has been the hallmark of 
Oxford Orphanage. 

The overall appearance of the campus is excellent and the morale and 
spirit of the children and staff is high. The children have had many positive 
community experiences, while the Orphanage as a whole continues to be a 
strong corporate citizen of the community of Oxford. The dedication of the 
staff to the purposes of child care is strong and is evident to those who treat 
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themselves to a campus visit. We again encourage the Brethren to come to the 
campus and see for themselves the quality of life provided to the children who 
have the opportunity to experience it. 


It has been our pleasure to serve the Craft in our capacity as members of 
the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


(Docket No. 14) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford 
Orphanage, Inc., was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Oxford Orphanage met on the campus at Oxford for the 
annual inspection and evaluation on February 5, 1987. Members present were: 
Kenneth W. Blackwelder, Hubert V. Massengill, John R. Litaker, and Jerry 
G. Tart. Brother James B. Kiser was unable to meet with us. 


Upon arrival we met with Mr. Donald R. Moul, Superintendent, Mr. 
Michael Norwood, Supervisor of Maintenance and Mr. Brent Stewart, Dean of 
Students. After welcoming the Committee to the campus, Brother Moul 
advised the Committee that Brother Norwood would review with us the 
matters discussed in the 1986 Report and other items that had been 
accomplished during the past year. 


Brother Norwood reported that Ligon Cottage, the Industrial Building, 
and the water tower had all been razed. The removal of these buildings and the 
water tower had been a concern for several years. He further advised us that 
the Board of Directors had authorized the John Nichols School building to be 
bor this building had also been completely removed and the area 
graded. 


Brother Norwood also advised us that the rotation system for 
maintenance to the buildings had been continued and progress was being 
made in having an effective preventive maintenance program. The revolving 
schedule for maintenance presently being used calls for the interior of one-half 
of the residence cottages to be refurbished during the winter with the exterior 
of those buildings being repainted and other necessary work being 
accomplished during the summer. The following year the other half of the 
residence buildings are renovated. At the present time extensive refurbishing 
is going on in Masters Cottage. 


Most of the work planned for the York Rite Memorial Chapel has been 
completed. The exterior has been painted and the letters designating the 
Chapel as "The York Rite Memorial Chapel" have been installed. Brother 
Norwood advised that after further study of the electrical system asolution to 
the electrical problem had been found which avoided the necessity of 
immediate rewiring, and still provided adequate lighting and was completely 
safe. The old sidewalks and entrance walk to the Chapel will be removed 
during the spring and a new entrance walk and sidewalks poured. 


A number of the old sidewalks have been replaced during the past year. 
Some of these were believed to have been poured as early as 1912. The 
arene at Rev. Cox’s residence has been replaced and additional drainage 
installed. 


The roofs of the kitchen and recreation center have been replaced and a 
contract for the new roof for the vocational building should be let within the 
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next few days. 


Bids have been obtained for the proposed new swimming pool, and it is 
anticipated a contract for the new pool will be approved by the Board of 
Directors at its next meeting and that the pool will be constructed and 
available for use this summer. The present pool was built in 1920 and was in 
need of a new filtering system and other extensive repairs. 

Brother Norwood showed the Committee a chart that is being maintained 
to identify the gas (heating) costs for the various buildings. By comparing the 
cost for the different buildings, problem areas are identified which can be 
located and corrected. Insulation has been installed in some of the houses. 


Following the report by Brother Norwood, the Committee, accompanied 
by Brother Norwood, Brother Moul and Brother Stewart, inspected the dining 
room and kitchen area, clothing department, administration building, 
infirmary, residential cottages, gym, print shop, vocational building, and 
dairy. We found all of the buildings clean, dry, and in relatively good 
condition. An occasional broken tile or worn stair tread was noted but 
maintenance appeared to be accomplished as needed. A new emergency 
lighting system has been ordered for the Baby (Dunn) Cottage. Some of the 
furnishings and equipment are in need of replacement due to its age and heavy 
use by the large number of students, but plans appear in place to handle these 
purchases as they become necessary. New heatand air conditioning units have 
been installed in the kitchen and dining area. This is the first time that the 
kitchen has been air conditioned. 


The infirmary was clean and the students were apparently in good health 
as there were no students in the infirmary. 


An investigation is being made on the possibility of purchasing 
commercial laundry equipment for the various cottages as the standard home 
models presently being used require frequent repairs due to the very heavy 
use they are subjected to. 


The Fire Chief had made his annual inspection of the Orphanage 
properties and found only minor problems which have been corrected. New 
box-type fire extinguishers are being installed in a number of the buildings to 
eliminate the problem of inadvertent discharge of the extinguishers. 

The floor to the gymnasium has been refinished and with the new roof this 
is now an excellent facility which receives substantial use by the students. 
Some work remains to be done on the bathrooms but that should be completed 
within the next few months. 


The dairy continues as an outstanding operation. Milk production in 1986 
was the highest yet. The quality of the herd remains one of the best. The farm 
operation is functioning well and provides food for Orphanage use as well as 
feed for the dairy. Two acres of the farm have been set aside for a nursery 
project which will get underway during the spring. This will provide 
additional vocational opportunities for the children. The print shop appeared 
to be operating well and providing vocational opportunities for a large 
number of children. Brother Allen Colenda, Manager for twenty-seven years, 
retired on December 15, 1986. Christopher R. Foster, is the new Manager and 
appears to have matters well in hand. 


The renovations on Masters Cottage are underway and appear to be going 
well. This building should be in first-class condition when these renovations 
are completed. 


The Committee found the grounds in good condition and the general 
improvement of the campus continues. This obviously is the result of a 
concerted effort of all persons associated with the Orphanage and they are to 
be commended. Energy management procedures are in effect and being 
closely monitored. 
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The Committee recommends that the preventive maintenance program 
be continued along with efforts to make all of the buildings more energy 
efficient. 


We found all of the staff in good spirits and friendly. The children were 
happy and pleased at our presence. We recommend that efforts be made to 
encourage more members of the Craft to visit this excellent facility. 


The Committee did not review the reports and records of the business 
operation as these are reviewed by the Board of Directors. In addition, the 
financial records are audited annually. 


The Committee expresses its sincere appreciation to Brothers Moul, 
Norwood, and Stewart, for their time and assistance during our inspection of 
the facilities. We commend them for their dedication and sincerity.

Each lodge shall fix in its by-laws and shall collect such annual 
dues from its membership as may be necessary to enable it to maintain itself 
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and discharge all of its duties and obligations; provided, that no lodge shall fix 
such annual dues at less than thirty five dollars to be effective for all annual 
dues from January 1, 1988. [2-06(10); 52-02(2)]. 

Amend Regulation 93-03(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 93-03(1). The Grand Lodge, or a subordinate lodge shall be opened on the 
Degree of Master Mason, the usual lodge ceremonies conducted and 
instruction and information given relative to the special ceremonies to be 
conducted. The minutes shall be read, approved and the Grand Lodge or 
subordinate lodge shall be closed, after which the special ceremonies shall be 
conducted. The charter of the subordinate lodge need not be removed from the 
lodge hall if the special ceremony is conducted in another location. [16-04(7); 
43-03; 46-12; 51-08].

The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted and the matter was referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The 68th annual meeting of the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States met in the Calgary Convention Center in Calgary, Alberta, Canada. 


The meeting was called to order by M.'.W.:.Robert A. Hockstad, 
Chairman of the Association and Past Grand Master of Michigan. 


The Executive Commission studied and discussed the qualifications of 
several applicants for the position of Executive Secretary-Treasurer, vacant 
as a result of the resignation of R.'.W.-.Stewart M. L. Pollard, to become 
effective December 31st, 1987. A mail ballot completed July 11, 1986, resulted 
in the election of M.*.W.*.Richard E. Fletcher, Past Grand Master of Vermont. 
He will begin work as an assistant to the Executive Secretary-Treasurer in 
August, 1987 and assume the office on January 1, 1988. This will allow for an 
orderly transition. 


Brother Pollard was recognized, and he gave a most expressive talk about 
his stay with the Association and thanked the members for the courtesies 
extended to him during his tenure in office.

1. Over 200 young men became new active members of the Order of 
DeMolay during the year 1986.

3. Over $600.00 was raised statewide to contribute to the DeMolay Dream 
eae This organization is formed to grant the wishes to terminally ill 
children. 


4, Four new Chapter kits were given to various Lodges in North Carolina 
upon their inquiry as to starting a DeMolay Chapter. 

5. Approximately 350 advisors, sweethearts and DeMolays attended the 
Annual Conclave in Raleigh, North Carolina held at Meredith College. At this 
event, Michael Spencer of Goldsboro was elected State Master Councilor. 


6. On June 15, Brother John Verdery, our State Executive Officer, 
resigned his position after holding it more than fifteen years due to health 
reasons. The Grand Master of DeMolay, Henry Stickney, appointed Brother 
E. John Elmore as the new Executive Officer in the State of North Carolina.

DeMolay for the State of North Carolina. He has also attended and 
represented North Carolina at the cornerstone laying ceremonies of the new 
—— DeMolay Service and Leadership Center, in Kansas City, 

issouri. 


7. Over 200 DeMolay, Advisors and Sweethearts attended a State 
Workshop held in Greensboro, North Carolina during the month of October. 

8. Approximately 150 DeMolay, Advisors and Sweethearts attended a 
Christmas party at the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro, North 
Carolina. 

9. The DeMolay from North Carolina joined with DeMolay from South 
Carolina and attended in a body the “Shrine Bowl” in Charlotte during the 
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month of December. 


10. The International Supreme Council awarded two Honorary 
Memberships to Dr. Eddie P. Stiles and H. Lloyd Wilkerson. 


Insummary and in addition to the activities above, North Carolina had on 
its role as active Chapters twenty-three and it is anticipated that on January 1, 
1987 approximately four Chapters of this number will be closed due to no 
activities within the past several years. 


I submit this report to the Grand Lodge and ask that you consider once 
again a continuation of your contribution to the North Carolina State 
Association Order of DeMolay. It is the recommendation of this Committee 
that our annual contribution to this organization be raised from $1,000.00 to

` The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered onthe record and 
adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason met periodically 
during the year 1986-87 to study the problems and make recommendations for 
the benefit and progress of the publication. 


One of the major challenges confronting the Board of Publication was the 
selection of an editor. A subcommittee had been appointed previously to 
continue the search for the best available person for the position. The Board 
met on December 3, 1986, at the Grand Lodge Building and interviewed 
Brother C. Bruce Hunter, Jr., who had expressed an interest in becoming a 
part-time editor. He is a professional writer, has been a school teacher, and 
stated that he could arrange his work schedule to devote the necessary time to 
edit The North Carolina Mason. Brother Hunter briefed the Board on his ideas 
of how he would like to improve the publication. 

When the Board met on January 8, 1987, it formulated its 
recommendation to the Board of General Purposes that Brother Hunter would 
be offered employment as a part-time editor for the year 1987 with the 
understanding that he would produce the same number of issues as in 1986, 
but would improve the style, quality and subject matter of the printed 
materials. This should produce a steady improvement in the membership 
satisfaction and should lead to an increase in the number of issues per year as 
money to support it becomes available. The Board recommended the annual 
salary and a sum that should be set aside to reimburse him for expenses of 
travel, telephone, and postage, and that he be given suitable work space in the 
Grand Lodge Building. 

Gratitude is expressed to Brother Allen G. Colenda, who served as editor 
following the retirement of Brother Reynold Davenport. ;

(Docket No. 26) 


The following report of the Code Commission was received 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948 as revised and amended in 1977 
have been received as follows: 

AMEND Regulation 21-01(1) by adding subsection F. to read as follows: 
REG. 21-01(1). F. When changing any Grand Lodge dues, fees, or assessments. 
AMEND Regulation 60-05 by deleting the entire regulation and 
substituting the following to make Regulation 60-05 to read as follows: 
REG. 60-05. No member of a lodge in North Carolina shall hold active or 
regular membership, or the equivalent thereof, in any other lodge, either 
within or without the state. Dual or plural membership is prohibited. 
Honorary membership as described in Regulation 89-01 is not prohibited. 
[83-01; 89-01; 97-02(49)]. 

AMEND Regulation 83-01 to read as follows: 

REG. 83-01. A member of a North Carolina Lodge while retaining such 
membership shall not hold active or regular membership, or the equivalent 
thereof, in any other lodge, either within or without the state. Dual or plural 
membership is prohibited. Honorary membership as described in Regulation 
89-01 is permitted. [60-05; 97-02(49)]. 

If Regualtions 60-05 and 83-01 are adopted, all members holding dual 
membership as of the date of the adoption of these two proposed amendments 
shall be entitled to retain their dual membership but shall not transfer either 
of the two memberships. 

We have caused to be printed 2,035 copies of THE CODE of 1948 as 
revised and amended in 1977 and 4,076 copies of Amendments to THE CODE 
for the years 1983 through 1986. One copy of the Amendments was sent to the 
Grand Lodge Officers, Past Grand Master, District Deputy Grand Masters, 
and to the Secretaries of each lodge with instructions to order additional copies 
necessary for their lodges at no charge to the lodge.

or all of the months of June, July and August and those falling on legal holidays 
except, however, in the event the stated communication, as named in the 
by-laws of a lodge at which the officers should be elected as required by 
Regulation 62-01, shall fall on a legal holiday then the lodge shall hold that 
stated communication on the day following such legal holiday, except Sunday. 


Amend Regulation 49-03 (10) as follows: REG. 49-03 (10). OBSOLETE. 
Amend Regulation 97-02 (25) as follows: REG. 97-02 (25). OBSOLETE. 
Amend Regulation 97-02 (47) as follows: REG. 97-02 (47). OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 97-02 (48) as follows: 
48. To manufacture or sell a Masonic emblem (square and compasses) for 
use on a commercial vehicle or on business premises; or to use the 
same thereon. [97-02(45)].

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 28) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology was 
delivered by W.:.Brother Robert M. Bird, Chairman, and 
entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We are to pause in our proceedings, and rightly so, to memorialize our 
dead—our brethren whom we have loved and lost awhile. Their numbers 
continue to increase each year—the number for 1986 being 1,447. In this 
number we include two District Deputy Grand Masters: Dan Noble and Ormel 
Purser. “Time, like an ever-rolling stream, bears all itssons away.” We cherish 
their memory here and commend their spirits to God. 


I direct your attention to words used in the ritualistic work: “Give me your 
right hand. Arise, follow your conductor, and fear no danger.” We are to 
examine them briefly and, as we do, bear in mind their application both to us 
the living and to those 1,447, our dead. 


By use of the hand, manual acts are performed. In Dickens' “Tale of Two 
Cities,” Sydney Carton, whois giving up his life for a friend, finds himself in a 
prison holding cell with the other condemned, among them, a poor, little 
seamstress. She approaches Carton and says: “If I ride with you, may I hold 
your hand? I am not afraid, but I am little and weak and it will give more 
courage.” So, they ride together in the death-cart to the guillotine. As they 
mount the platform with the machine crashing in the background, loosing 
hands, come her final words: “Dear Stranger, I think you were sent to me from 
heaven.” Passing from this world we and our dead brethren, thank God, are in 
the hands of a dear Friend, one indeed sent from heaven, upon whose fidelity 
we may with confidence rely. 


The word arise follows. It is a verb denoting action—movement from a 
dead horizontal to a living perpendicular. The New Testament records the 
raising of a young girl twelve years of age, the daughter of a minister. She has 
expired and the Great Physician is summoned to the bedside. “He took her by 
the hand (a manual act) and then came his voice: Little girl, I say to you arise. 
She that was dead, sat up.” Arise—a word of authority, so commanding, so 
life-giving, so welcomed by the family standing helplessly by. Even the dead 
shall hear his voice. 
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Follow your conductor. In my childhood years, I enjoyed playing a game 
called “Follow the Leader.” You are acquainted with the rules. Wherever the 
leader went, whatever the leader did, the others had to imitate and follow. 
“When I became a man, I put away childish things.” I hear the words of the 
hymn: “Where he leads me I will follow, I'll go with him all the way.” “He 
leadeth me beside the still waters, he restoreth my soul. He leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness.” 


Fear no danger. One is understandably fearful, and hesitant, even 
agitated, when facing the unknown, the untried; that undiscovered country 
from whose bourn no traveler returns. Wearing the hoodwink adds to our 
apprehension. What dangers may lie ahead! “Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil, for thou art with me.” How 
reassuring to the traveler. Were the dead permitted to speak, I feel they would 
pass us the words, "All is well.” 


The last offices paid to the dead are only useful as lectures to the living. 
From them we are to derive instruction. “Give me your right hand. Arise, 
Follow your conductor, and Fear no danger.” 

So we leave those 1,447 brethren to new beginnings, to new and 
challenging designs upon the trestle-board, as they stand before the sanctum 
sanctorum in the house eternal in the heavens in the life beyond death, which is 
the life indeed.

CEREMONY TO OBSERVE THE 200TH ANNIVERSARY OF 
U.S. CONSTITUTION AND TO HONOR THE MEMORY OF 
SAM J. ERVIN, JR. 


M.-.W.-. Brother Walter F. McCall, Grand Master, called 
the Grand Lodge meeting to order at 1:00 p.m., Tuesday, April 
21, 1987. 


R.:.W.: Brother Eddie P. Stiles, Deputy Grand Master, 
presented Honorable Jesse A. Helms, U.S. Senator, who made 
the following address: 


BROTHER HELMS: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Most Worshipful Past Grand Masters, 
Distinguished Masonic visitors from other Masonic Jurisdictions, and all 
other Brethren in Freemasonry: ] 


On occasion, I suppose that all of us become disconsolate and discouraged. 
We see principles abused, truth twisted, and America's heritage of freedom 
undermined. We think of our children and grandchildren and ponder what 
awaits them in terms of the survival of the majestic strength and stability of 
this land of liberty. 


All of us have our own antidotes to remedy these moments of despair and 
disillusionment. I have two special ones. On my desk in the Senate is the Bible. 
Itis there because my father long ago counseled me to keep it there. “Just open 
it, even at random,” he said, “and you'll be surprised at the hope and 
inspiration you will find.” 

That is one. The other is a special file that I keep at hand. It is marked, 
simply, “SENATOR SAM.” 


We hear a lot about “linkage” today—the linkage of treaties and 
agreements, of economic measures and governmental procedures, of political 
philosophies and legislative procedures. 


But there could not possibly be a more logical, or more relevant, linkage 
than this event today as we gather to commemorate the 200th anniversary of 
the U.S. Constitution and to honor the memory of Sam J. Ervin, Jr. 


When you stop to consider it, the two are inseparable. When I think of the 
Constitution, I think of Senator Sam. When I think of Senator Sam, I think of 
the Constitution. 


Moreover, I hold the conviction that part of the immortality of Sam J. 
Ervin, Jr., is that he honored us by being our friend and our brother. 


The other night, I opened the bulky file that I built over the years, a file 
containing a multitude of letters, notes, quotes, and scholarly addresses by 
Senator Sam. Everyone of them is a gem of wisdom. Even his anecdotes, for 
which he was famous, contain without exception a message to us. 


This man was remarkable in his wisdom and pure delight in his 
cheerfulness. He was indeed capable of anger—but there was always a 
message in that, too. He was never petty, he was never irresponsible, but his 
wrath was most evident when he observed someone, or some group, in the act 
of attempting to destroy a great principle. 

On May 24, 1984, he wrote to me to commend my efforts in a legislative 
matter then before the Senate. Let me share with you what he said to me: 

“The most serious threat to good government and freedom in America is 
not posed by evil-minded men and women. It is posed by legislative and 
judicial activists and other sincere persons of good intentions who are bent on 
remaking America without delay in the image of their own thinking. They 


r 
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lack faith in the capacity of people to be the masters of their own fates and the 
captains of their own souls. (They) insist on government assuming the task of 
controlling their thoughts and managing their lives. They forget that freedom 
is political power divided into small fragments, and (they) insist that a highly 
centralized federal government perform this task.” 


Then he continued: “. . . (they) insist on civil rights laws which bestow 
benefits on minorities on the basis of race rather than merit. Their impatience 
and zeal will not brook the delay of seeking amendments to the Constitution to 
legitimate their aims. In consequence, they do constitutional evil to 
accomplish without delay the ends they cherish.” 


And if they have their way, Senator Ervin warned, “Good government and 
freedom will vanish from our land.” 


Senator Ervin’s critics, lacking the wisdom to challenge him, resorted 
often to epithets. Many times he was called a “red-neck” and a “racist.” 


Sam Ervin was neither. He was, rather, a great American sounding a 
warning to his fellow Americans that Freedom is precious and fragile—and 
that we will tamper with it at our own peril. 


Two years ago, under the able leadership of our distinguished Brother and 
Past Grand Master, James W. Brewer, the Grand Lodge.of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina, published a remarkable book entitled, 
“Sam J. Ervin, Jr., The Man and The Mason.” 


This is a book that should be in the home and office of every Mason. Not 
only does it trace the life and career of this giant among men, this book 
emphasizes the role that Freemasonry played in the creation of the Miracle of 
America. 


I find myself wondering how many Americans—how many Masons—are 
aware that when President George Washington laid the cornerstone of the 
United States Capitol on September 18, 1793, it was in fact a Masonic event 
attended by the officers of the Grand Lodge of Maryland and the officers and 
members of President Washington’s own Lodge, Alexandria No. 22. 


Senator Ervin, in the book produced under the leadership of Brother 
Jimmy Brewer, put it in perspective: 


“All Americans,” Senator Ervin said, “owe F a debt of 
gratitude for what Freemasons did to win freedom for our land and to 
establish for it a government of the people, by the people, and for the people.” 


Senator Ervin was unhesitatingly opposed to efforts to amend the 
Constitution. He regarded it as the most nearly perfect instrument ever 
created by the minds of men. So often he would chuckle and say: “If it ain’t 
broke, don’t fix it.” 


He told of a prominent citizen of Morganton who, upon reaching his 
ninety-fifth birthday, was surrounded by news reporters who peppered him 
with questions. One news reporter said: “Sir, you have lived a long time and 
seen many changes.” The old gentleman replied: “Yes, and I was against every 
one of them.” 

After Senator Ervin retired from the Senate in 1974, he continued his 
efforts to have Americans understand the folly of tampering with the 
Constitution. Many times he wrote essays which he submitted to various 
newspapers. The liberal editors of the big-city newspapers didn’t agree with 
Senator Ervin. They refused to publish his excellent, intelligent, well- 
reasoned defense of the Constitution. But Senator Ervin remained undaunted. 
On many occasions, he wrote beautiful and impressive arguments against the 
proposals of ultra-liberal politicians. The editors, being liberal themselves, 
discarded Senator Ervin’s articles. So the Senator sat down and wrote 
personal letters to all 100 Senators. Frequently he was invited to appear before 
Senate committees. His voice was heard loud and clear almost to the day of his 
death. 
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As for the liberal editors, Senator Ervin often quoted a town character in 
his home community of Morganton, a man named Lum Garrison. Lum once 
said of the editors: “They don’t know nothin'—and they got that all tangled up.” 


The legacy of Senator Ervin will forever be entwined with the legacy of 
the United States Consitution. I visit every day with young people who come to 
visit me in Washington. I never turn one away, and if you need a bit of comfort 
and encouragement, let me assure you that the young people of today 
understand what America is all about. And they know about Sam Ervin. They 
know about the Constitution. 


That is one of the legacies of Sam Ervin. His message got through to the 
younger generation, and as a result they have a special love for the 
Constitution and a determination to preserve, protect and defend it against all 
enemies, foreign and domestic. 


To the day of his death, Senator Ervin was mindful of the dangers of the 
bloody hand of communism. Sam Ervin never believed in appeasing 
communism. He was a patriot who had been willing to lay down his life, if 
necessary, to preserve and protect America. He served with the First Division 
in France during World War I, he was twice wounded in battle, and was cited 
twice for gallantry in action. He was a hero in the finest tradition of 
courageous and honorable men. 


And he was my hero in terms of his willingness to stand alone, when 
necessary, in defense of liberty as a member of The United States Senate. 


I can remember—I will always remember—his standing on that Senate 
floor warning the Senators about the misguided actions of federal judges, 
including the Supreme Court. On one occasion he declared that the judges 
were guilty of what he called “Judicial Verbicide”—adding that the federal 
judges were inventing their own law under the pretense of interpreting the 
Constitution. 


“Judicial Verbicide,” he thundered at one point, “substitutes the personal 
notions of judges for the precepts of the Constitution into a worthless scrap of 
paper and to replace our government of laws with a judicial oligarchy.” 


I have never known a more decent, more honorable man than our late 
friend and Brother, Sam Ervin. 


And he loved the Constitution because, as a student of history, he 
understood that this nation’s birth occurred with God’s grace—and in answer 
to the prayers of those gallant patriots whom we call our Founding Fathers. 


We should never forget that in the summer of 1787, two hundred years 
ago, those Founding Fathers met in Philadelphia to write the Constitution. 
For many weeks they struggled without success—and it was then that an 
eighty-one year old man named Benjamin Franklin rose and began to speak to 
the constitutional convention. 


Listen to what Franklin said: 


“In the beginning of the contest with Britain, when we were sensible of 
danger, we had daily prayers in this room for Divine protection. Our prayers, 
Sir, were heard and they were graciously answered... Have we now forgotten 
this powerful Friend? Or do we imagine we no longer need His assistance?” 


“I have lived a long time, and the longer I live the more convincing proofs I 
see of this truth: That God governs in the affairs of man. And if a sparrow 
cannot fall to the ground without His notice, is it probable that an empire can 
rise without His aid?” 

It was then that those Founding Fathers began to pray for Divine 
en they got it, just as we today can receive it if we will turn back to 

im. 

My dear brethren, to me, Sam Ervin was a Founding Father of our time. 

He worked, he sacrificed, he fought to keep this republic the one nation under

God that those men, Divinely inspired two hundred years ago, envisioned— 
with liberty and justice for all. 


God has blessed America, and not the least of His blessings has been the 
Constitution which our friend and Brother so loved—and the Founding Father 
of our time, Brother Sam J. Ervin, Jr., whose memory we today gather to love 
and revere. 


Thank you, my dear Brethren, and God bless you. 


R.°.W.’.Brother L. R. Thomas, Jr., Senior Grand Warden, 
presented Honorable Lacy Thornburg, Attorney General of 
North Carolina, who made the following address: 


BROTHER THORNBURG: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Grand Lodge Officers, Past Grand Masters, 
Distinguished Guests, and my Brethren all: 
I was both honored and pleased when asked to take part in the 
presentation to the Grand Lodge of Senator Ervin’s book, “Sam J. Ervin, Jr., 
The Man and The Mason.” 


As most of you are aware, Senator Sam Ervin was a life long student of the 
Federal and State Constitutions and he put his knowledge of the Constitution 
to good use during his service on the courts and in the U.S. Senate. 


My charge is to briefly relate the part Masons played in the drafting and 
adoption of the U.S. Constitution. | 


The Constitution of the United States was born on September 17, 1787, 
when the Constitutional Convention completed the draft and it was signed by 
the thirty-nine deputies of their respective states then present. 


No sensible man will claim that the Constitution would not have come 
about save for Freemasonry. However, it is impossible not to understand that 
Freemasonry had much to do with the spirit—if not the letter—of the 
fundamental law of the land. Without question, the American Constitution is 
freedoms greatest document, and the most important enactment of the will of 
a people ever to be penned by human hands. 


Of the fifty-five deputies who, in eighty-seven working days completed 
this instrument, twenty are known to have been members ofthe Fraternity. Of 
the thirty-nine who signed the Constitution on September 17, 1787, thirteen 
are known to have been Masons. 


Of the fifty-five deputies, many were Brethren who had paid great 
attention to the Fraternity and whose influence is felt to this day in the Craft. 
George Washington, first Master of his Lodge and Grand Master pro tem of 
Maryland when laying the cornerstone of the Capitol; Benjamin Franklin, 
Grand Master in Pennsylvania; Gunning Bedford, Jr., first Grand Master of 
Delaware; John Blair, first Grand Master of Virginia; David Brearley, first 
Grand Master in New Jersey; William Davie, a Grand Master in North 
Carolina; Edmund Randolph, a Grand Master in Virginia; William 
Richardson Davis, member of Royal White Hart Lodge No. 2, Halifax, Grand 
Master of North Carolina, 1792-1798; William Houston, member of Stokes 
Lodge No. 32, Cabarrus County, North Carolina; Alexander Martin, he was 
made a Mark (a York Rite degree) and Past Master, November 28, 1790, and 
held several minor positions at various times in the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina and many others. 


From countless letters, documents, and contemporary accounts of the 
Craft in the days of that terrible struggle, it is quite evident that Freemasonry 
meant much to the leaders of the Revolution. It is obvious from the wording of 
the document that the many Masons serving as deputies at the Constitutional 
Convention had the fundamental teachings of our Fraternity in mind as they 
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labored to produce a fundamental law to act as a permanent bond between 
peoples and states of greatly varying size, power, wealth, industry, climate, 
ideas and ideals. 

To digress for a moment, George Washington's regard for his brother 
Masons was so evident when, after the Battle of Stoney Point in July, 1779, the 
Americans found the Constitution and other paraphernalia belonging to 
English Field Lodge No. 227. Washington ordered the items returned to the 
British under a guard of honor. The English regiment took parade formation 
and presented arms to the honor guard of Americans. The reason for the order 
“a only be surmised. The mystic tie apparently was deeply imbedded in his 

eart. 


Let us now reflect upon the Preamble to this historic document which 
bears within its words the hall mark of Freemasonry. The words are plain for 
the initiate to read, and easy for the non-Mason to comprehend if he knows 
— the outlines of what Freemasonry is and for what it stands. It reads as 

ollows: 


“We the people of the United States, in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide for the common defence, 
promote the general welfare, and secure the blessing of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution for the United 
States of America.” 


The note of democracy herein struck at the very outset is truly the Masonic 
teaching of meeting upon the level and parting upon the square without 
reference tocreed or place or power or position. Not we the deputies, not we the 
rulers, not we the governors, the wealthy, the powerful, the strong, nor we the 
aristocrats; just simply “We the people.” 

“In order to form a more perfect union.” What Fraternity has always 
taught the blessings of a perfect union? Freemasonry. The Articles of 
Confederation, which preceeded the Constitution, had not provided a perfect 
union. The Consitution did—a union which had been taught to the twenty or 
more of the fifty-five deputies as one of the blessings of the Fraternal life, the 
life of Brotherhood. 


“Establish justice.” In the years prior to the Revolution, justice—if justice 
was available at all—was for the tyrant or the tyrant’s underling. Justice—for 
the little man as well as the great, for the citizen as well as for the partisan— 
was a new idea in government but not so in Freemasonry. Freemasonry has 
always taught the importance of strict, impartial, blind justice between 
Brother and Brother, Lodge and Lodge, and in the Constitution Justice was 
carried into the life of the citizen as between man and man and state and state. 

“Insure domestic tranquility.” From what better source could the doctrine 
of the blessing of unity be obtained than from Masons. Unity though written 
into the scriptures for two thousand years went unheeded. But Freemasonry 
not only needed it but has, in fact, taught it since the memory of man runs not to 
the contrary. Who can doubt that the Masonic Brothers who had seen Whig 
and Tory, rebel and patroit, rich and poor, righteous and sinful dwell together 
in unity in a Lodge would coin the phrase “Insure domestic tranquility.” 


“Provide for the common defense.” Freemasonry has had no wars to fight, 
no weapons to raise. However, the earliest gathering of Masons in Lodges was 
in defense of their common rights; their self-imposed restrictions on 
Craftsmanship and skill were in defense of those who were worthy to style 
themselves Master Masons. In unity there is strength and many acting 
together can do what the few cannot. Though the phrase “provide for the 
common defense” would not appear to have originated in a Masonic Lodge, it 
was a principle of Masons long before the Constitution or the Revolution was 
thought of. 


“Promote the general welfare.” Since 1390, as far back as historic records in 
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documentary form go, Freemasonery has looked to the “general welfare” of its 
Brethren. Though not a phrase from any ritual, the phrase “to promote the 
general welfare” is in essence the spirit of all Masonic ritual. 


“To secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity.” “Liberty” 
meant, first, freedom to worship God, unhampered by laws, unencumbered by 
legislation, untrampled by a state religion. The old charges declared that the 
only religion recognized in Freemasonry was “that natural religion in which 
all men agree.” No religious test—other than an expression of belief in deity— 
has been demanded of any man who would become a Mason. In Freemasonry, 
liberty of thought is enhanced and encouraged by the forbidding of all 
discussions of religion or politics. 


What did Masonry lend to the Constitution? Quite simply, our Masonic 
forebearers and the historic men who were not of the Fraternity, in the 
Constitution declared for union, justice, tranquility, safety, welfare and 
liberty—all taught in Masonry long before the first Colonist even dreamed of a 
civil union of colonies under the name of sovereign states. 


As Masons and Americans, it is our obligation to extend and adapt the 
Constitution to modern needs. 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Grand Lodge Officers, Past Grand 
Masters, Distinguished Guests and my Brothers all, I thank you. 


Illustrious H. Lloyd Wilkerson, Sovereign Grand 
Inspector General in North Carolina, presented Brother Rufus 
L. Edmisten, who made the following address: 


BROTHER EDMISTEN: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Grand Lodge Officers, Past Grand Masters, 
Distinguished Guests, and my Brethren all: 


This year, 1987, finds Americans reflecting on two hundred years of 
freedom under the Constitution, and we have also found in these somewhat 
troubled times that it is useful to look to this remarkable document to guide 
our thoughts as we begin our third century as a republic of free people. 


What is the Constitution? Who were the remarkable men of the fledgling 
18th century United States who conceived it? And who are the heirs to their 
great traditions and what are the responsibilites that are devolving upon those 
of us who seek to lead our nation into its third century? We leaders of our 
country, our state and our city need to ask ourselves these questions and we 
need to examine the Constitution of the United States for the wisdom and 
stability necessary to make sound decisions. We need to examine the lives of 
remarkable Americans, both those of the 18th century and those who came 
later and touched our lives, for inspiration and new commitment to our 
country. 

The framers of the Constitution were a diverse group of men, a group of 
fifty-five American citizens who gathered in Philadelphia in the summer of 
1787, to debate the principles necessary to launch the country upon the 
democratic experiment. And experiment it was; never before in the history of 
the world had a government been founded that recognized as its foundation 
the greatness of the common man. The very Preamble of the Constitution 
reflects that revolutionary thought; a Preamble that contains ideas that were 
in themselves far more revolutionary than the act of the thirteen colonies 
throwing off British rule. That this Consitution has lasted longer than any 
other framework for national identity, bears witness to the collective genius of 
these men. The mere fifty words of the Preamble they crafted for the 
Constitution of the United States has inspired us as Americans to seek our 
national destiny, and they have inspired the peoples of our sister nations to 
seek liberty and justice under the rule of law. 
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We, as Masons, are gathered here today to honor one of our own, the great 
Samuel J. Ervin, Jr., who was inspired by the fifty words of the Preamble of 
the Constitution and who spent his life studying this enduring document. Sam 
Ervin, the citizen, the Mason, the soldier, the jurist and the Senator, never lost 
sight of the fact that the Constitution begins by stating that “WE THE 
PEOPLE OF THE UNITED STATES” are defining the mission and the 
limits of the government that seeks to order our society. He knew, as our 18th 
century forbears knew, that the PEOPLE, not an elite class, not a particular 
religious institution and not a military or a political dictatorship, are the rock 
upon which the nation would endure and prosper. Senator Sam also never lost 
sight of the fact that the Preamble named five reasons to ordain and establish 
the Constitution. These five reasons are: 


to establish Justice 

to insure domestic Tranquility 

to provide for the common Defense 

to promote the general Welfare 

to secure the Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our posterity 


If we examine these five reasons for which the people established the 
Constitution of the United States, we begin to understand the character of 
Sam Ervin, heir to the greatness of his philosophical forbears, we renew our 
mission as Masons and American citizens and we reaffirm our privileges and 
responsibilities as free citizens in a democratic republic. 


TO ESTABLISH JUSTICE: Our forbears knew and Sam Ervin knew that in 
order for a free society to survive, there must be established a rule of law, not of 
men. Our forbears wished to insure that we Americans would never know that 
rule of tyrants that many peoples of the world had endured for a millennium. 
Sam Ervin spent his life guarding the rights of the individual against 
intrusions by the state and when the greatest test of his life, that of examining 
the conduct of a former President of the United States came, he was not 
deterred by public opinion or popular sentiment or fear for his reputation; he 
read the Constitution and was guided by its precepts. We as Masons adhere to 
the rule that the government which governs least governs best and that in 
order to maintain the republic in that condition, respect for justice and law 
must be upheld and fostered. 


TO INSURE DOMESTIC TRANQUILITY: The value of domestic order and 
peace was on the minds of the framers of the Constitution; they and their 
neighbors had just endured a tumultuous decade of revolution and upheaval 
and wished to insure that American citizens would be free of such in the 
future. They also knew that domestic tranquility would depend on providing 
opportunity for every American citizen, it would depend on protecting the 
property of every American citizen and it would depend on extending the hand 
of charity and compassion to American citizens who were unable to fulfill the 
dreams made possible by the great American experiment. Our 18th century 
forbears were very aware of the oppressed masses in Europe and knew that 
once they were fired by dreams of freedom that chaos and bloodshed would 
ensue. They wished to spare Americans that experience and Sam Ervin, some 
two hundred years later, worked tirelessly to improve the lives and maintain 
the dignity of forgotten Americans. For example, he is the author of the Indian 
Bill of Rights and by this act he reaffirmed the fact that a society that is truly 
free cannot tolerate the existence of second class citizens within its circle. We, 
as Masons and American citizens, must be ever vigilant to insure domestic 
tranquility by refusing to tolerate violence and bigotry and by continuing to 
extend the hand of brotherhood and compassion to all those individuals less 
fortunate than we. 


TO PROVIDE FOR THE COMMON DEFENSE: Our forbears knew that a 


free country must be diligently guarded and recognized that a threat to one 
region of the country was a threat to the whole. Sam Ervin recognized that it is 
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an American’s responsibility to defend freedom whenever necessary and was 
much decorated for bravery during World War I. We as Masons must 
recognize that defense in a modern complex world must, of necessity, mean 
that we must be alert and diligent without being war-like and aggressive. We, 
as a free electorate, hold in our hands the capacity to cause life on earth to be 
destroyed and we must remain ever alert to the fact that in order to defend life, 
we must defend the interests of our nation with a firm resolve that does not 
preclude reason, an open mind and understanding. 


TO PROMOTE GENERAL WELFARE: Our forbears recognized that in 
order for a tranquil, strong republic to exist, that all of the people must enjoy 
similar opportunities for attaining the promises of their potentials and all of 
the people must be able to live their lives secure in the knowledge that peace 
and order will prevail. This challenge has changed greatly since the 
Constitution was ordained and established. The perils of 18th century life have 
given way to ever changing complex new ones. Sam Ervin sensed a threat to 
our liberty when he faced an overly ambitious executive branch of 
government. He successfully averted that threat and reaffirmed the principle 
of the separation on powers. Today we face different threats to the general 
welfare—the threat of eroding values, the threat of unrestrained drug 
trafficking, the threat of unrestrained economic greed among the financial 
moguls of Wall Street and the threat of shrinking resources for the future. We 
as Masons and as American citizens must take up the challenge, we must work 
ever harder to promote the general welfare so that the fifth and final reason for 
———— the Consitution of the United States ean continue to be fulfilled. 
at reason is: 


TO SECURE THE BLESSINGS OF LIBERTY TO OURSELVES AND 
OUR POSTERITY: Our forbears foresaw a great shining future for their 
heirs and they fulfilled their promise to us. All of us in this room, all of our 
families and all of our neighbors have enjoyed the blessings of liberty. We are 
the most fortunate people in the world and we have been blessed because of the 
sacrifices our forbears made; sacrifices they made to free themselves from a 
millennium of autocratic governments and sacrifices they made to secure 
liberty for their descendents. Sam Ervin did honor to his forbears and 
defended liberty on battlefields and in judicial and legislative chambers. We 
in this room will be less than deserving of this great heritage if we do not 
continue the fight, if we do not defend liberty against those modern forces that 
can take it away from us. We must not allow our country and our children’s 
futures to be sold for the glittering, empty promise of short-term prosperity. 
We must not allow the potential tyrant of the twentieth century, the Madison 
Avenue media man, to lure us into lassitude as our energies, our will and our 
resources sink away into comfortable complacency. We must not allow the 
United States to become the debtor to the rest of the world. We must not allow 
our children’s natural, historical and cultural patrimony to become debased 
and worthless. We have been issued a challenge to face the future and this 
challenge is as important, and our solutions are as far reaching, as those 

dressed by our forbears two centuries ago during that hot summer in 
Philadelphia. They gave us the Consitution of the United States to guide us. As 
Brother Sam Ervin often said, “freedom is hard to gain and so easy to lose.” We 
must commit ourselves again to the service of our country and face the 
challenges of the present that will lead us into our third century as one people 
under one government. We must, as our forbears did, commit ourselves to 
insuring that our children and their descendents will enjoy the blessing of 
liberty. To do anything less would bring dishonor to our forbears and to our 
brother Masons, Sam Ervin. My brother Masons and fellow citizens, I 
recommend to you for your study and inspiration for the future, the man, the 
Mason and the Constitutional scholar, the great Samuel J. Ervin, Jr. 


M.:.W.:.Brother Walter F. McCall, Grand Master, 
presented M.:.W.-.Brother James W. Brewer, Past Grand 
aed Past Grand Treasurer, who made the following 
address: 
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BROTHER BREWER: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Most Worshipful Sirs, Right Worshipful Sirs, 
Illustrious Sirs, Distinguished Guests, and my Brethren all: 


It is very appropriate that the Grand Lodge of A. F. and A. M. of North 
Carolina should observe the 200th anniversary of the Constitution of the 
United States of America. As our Masonic brethren played a big part in the 
formation of this great country. This year, we are celebrating the 200th 
anniversary of the formation of the Grand Lodge of A. F. and A. M. of North 
Carolina which was organized December 10, 1787. 


Of the first five Grand Masters, three also served as Governors of our state 
and another was Chief Justice of North Carolina’s Supreme Court. Of the first 
nineteen Grand Masters, nine were Governors of North Carolina; several also 
served as Chief Justice of our Supreme Court, and another served as our State 
Attorney General. This is evidence that Masonry played a big part in the 
formative years of our state and our country. 


Today, we are also honoring the memory of a great Mason, statesman and 
U.S. Senator—our beloved Brother Sam J. Ervin, Jr. 


We are fortunate that in March of 1984, while several Masonic brothers 
were visiting with him in Morganton, he informed us that he was vitally 
interested in the success of bringing about the completion of a $10 million 
dollar endowment for the North Carolina Masonic Foundation. He talked 
about the efforts that Past Grand Master, Nelson Banks, had undertaken for 
the success of this project. He asked our opinion as to the part he might play 
concerning the endowment. He wondered if a book pertaining to his Masonic 
life and his Masonic activities could be of value to the foundation. 


Brother Ervin was fully aware that the principal of this endowment 
would never be spent—only the interest would be dispersed for the support of 
the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. These funds 
would be controlled by the Directors of the North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation. 


With the support of M...W.:.Boyd Hopkins, Grand Master at the time, it 
was presented to the Board of General Purposes, who unanimously endorsed 
the undertaking. Grand Master, Boyd Hopkins, appointed a committee to 
handle the publishing of the book titled “Sam J. Ervin, The Man and The 
Mason.” This committee gathered the material with the assistance of Brother 
Ervin. The collection of the material took about a year. 


On March 20, 1985, I, as Chairman of this committee, made another trip to 
Morganton and presented the material for his approval. At that time, I 
accompanied Brother Ervin to the Morganton Civic Center where he made a 
talk to the DeMolay of North Carolina. This was to be his last public speech. 
After dinner, we returned to his home where he reviewed the material. He was 
very pleased with the results of our efforts and I informed him that the book 
would go to press shortly. 


My Brethren, up to this point, we have raised approximately $50,000 for 
the Foundation. Presently, we are hoping to bring forth plans whereby this 
book will be placed in public libraries and institutions of our State by being 
sponsored by Masonic Brethren and friends of that great “protector of the 
Constitution.” My Brethren, copies of the book are available in the back of the 
auditorium and I will be happy to discuss your sponsoring them in the public 
places mentioned before. We are hoping that all the Masonic brethren will 
participate in this undertaking. 


I want to thank all of the members of this committee and the officers of the 
Grand Lodge and all of the Brethren that have assisted in honoring the 
memory of our Brother Senator Sam J. Ervin, Jr. 
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DEMOLAY 


Brother John Elmore, Executive Officer of DeMolay in 
North Carolina, then presented Michael Spencer, State 
ape Councilor, Order of DeMolay, who made the following 
address: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Past Grand Masters, Grand Lodge Officers, 
Distinguished Guests, and Members of the Masonic Fraternity: 


I am honored to have this opportunity to visit with you today and talk to 
you about your State DeMolay Association. I bring you greetings from more 
than a thousand DeMolays found throughout North Carolina. We are thankful 
for your support and the many hours of service Masons everywhere render to 
our Order. The ritual of DeMolay gives us a hintof what Freemasonry believes 
in and stands for. Therefore, I feel honored to be in the company of the elite 
citizens of this State. 


As State Master Councilor, I have traveled and represented our State 
Association in many places. But none has been more memorable than the first 
official invitation I received. Dad Elmore, our State Executive Officer talked 
to me, as well as my Chapter Advisor, about speaking to a very distinguished 
Masonic organization. My Chapter Advisor understood it to be Amran Shrine 
Temple so I worked hard and diligently to prepare a speech. A speech that 
showed great respect and understanding for the principles of Shrinedom. A 
speech that would make Shriners everywhere proud. A speech that linked the 
ideals of DeMolay with the cares and concerns of Shrinerseverywhere. When I 
finished the speech, I proudly rehearsed it time and time again, making sure 
that I emphasized the major points with feeling and determination.

As he looked up from the paper 
he said the words I will never forget. “You do know you are speaking to the 
Amaranth!” 


DeMolay has made many accomplishments this year. The various 
Chapters in the state were challenged at our State Workshop held last fall to 
set goals and work toward obtaining them by Grand Masters Class in January. 
Although no Chapter actually obtained all their goals, the process sparked 
enthusiasm and strong will among the membership which resulted in an 
increase in membership and individual acheivment as well as a greater spirit 
of cooperation in every Chapter. Most Worshipful Grand Master, I would like 
to personally thank you and the Charlotte Scottish Rite for helping to make 
Grand Masters Class the tremendous success that it was. 


Every year, Leadership Training Conferences are held all over the United 
States. Leadership Training Conference is a five-day adventure filled with 
growth opportunities for each DeMolay to become a better leader. They will 
acquire valuable leadership skills by participating in Chapter meetings, 
general sessions, workshops, and sharing sessions. Hopefully by attending a 
leadership training conference members will become the best DeMolays they 
can possibly be. 

This year North Carolina will be hosting a leadership training conference 
at Davidson College. We are looking forward to this opportunity and hope it 
will be the first of many conferences to be held in North Carolina. 

As I speak to you today, the final plans are being made for our Eastern and 
Western District Conclaves. Our State Conclave will be held July 23rd 
through the 26th, at Mount Olive College. I understand that Dr. Stiles is 
already making plans to attend this Conclave and we will look forward to 
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having him represent the Grand Lodge at this event. Dr. Stiles has been a 
great friend to me this year. He has been a familiar face at several meetings I 
have attended and I appreciate his interest in DeMolay. I know that Dr. Stiles 
will be a great asset to the Order during his year as Grand Master. 


The Order of DeMolay teaches many beautiful lessons, one of which is true 
respect and honor for the ideals of Freemasonry. Mr. Marvin Wilson, the 
Grand Tyler, has said time and time again that DeMolay is the garden of 
Freemasonry. I agree because not only have I seen Senior DeMolays in all 
walks of Masonry, but I have seen several of my friends and associates in 
DeMolay recently join this great Fraternity. Principles, ideals and virtues are 
what Freemasonry is all about. Likewise, DeMolay incorporates such ideas 
into its teachings. Our seven cardinal virtues are not alien to the standards of 
Freemasonry. These virtues are love of parents, reverence for sacred things, 
courtesy, comradship, fidelity, cleanliness, and patriotism. Around a DeMolay 
Altar is placed seven burning tapers representing these standards upon which 
a DeMolay bases his life. While a DeMolay keeps himself thus circumscribed it 
is impossible that he should materially err. 


Yet we live in troubled times, when Freemasons and DeMolays need to 
unite, when the bulwarks of our great Orders, represented by the Holy Bible 
and flag, are in danger of sinking into the wastes of doubt and uncertainty; 
when trust and justice and brotherhood are not considered the most virtuous 
qualities, when all we hold dear to our teachings are not the most coveted 
standards upon which to base ones life. If we as Freemasons and DeMolays do 
not stand unswervingly in defense of the teachings of our respective Orders, if 
we do not seek to perpetuate them in our daily lives, then perhaps our 
principles will be extinguished as candle flames, muted in the shadows, and 
darkness shall inherit the land. 


But each of us, as Masons and DeMolays, hold within our hearts a flame— 
a beacon to guide us through the darkness. If you can make this light shine 
upon another, if you can reach into the innermost depths of his soul and set his 
flame afire—then therein lies the purpose of Freemasonry and the Order of 
DeMolay, and therein lies your purpose for living.

To the District Deputy Grand Lecturers, who have served faithfully in the 
quarries of Freemasonry, making sure that our teachings and philosophy 
were presented in the schools of Instruction and individual Lodges, 
exemplifying the work in a most proficient manner, I thank you. Yours is truly 
a labor of love and real leadership in directing the work of our great fraternity. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS 


Our District Meetings started on May 13th, at Wiccacon Lodge No. 240, at 
Harrellsville and ended at St. Pauls Lodge No. 474, at St. Pauls, on July 25th.

7. If we must tell people that we are Masons then we are not: By our Deeds 
and Actions we shall be known. 


This I believe to be basic to the practice of Freemasonry in the society in 
which we live and I humbly beseech and encourage each of us to use it daily.

OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


You have asked if a “Flea Market” can be held in a Lodge building or on its 
property. 

Funk and Wagnalls New Comprehensive International Dictionary of 
English Language defines a “Bazaar” as “a sale of miscellaneous articles as for 
charity,” and defines a “Flea Market” as “a market, often outdoors, for the sale 
of a wide assortment of old or secondhand articles, antiques, etc.” 

Regulation 49-03 (11) states, “The holding or sponsoring by a Lodge of 
fairs, bazaars, or gift enterprises of any nature for gain is prohibited, 
notwithstanding the proceeds may be contributed to charitable objects, [49- 
04(1); 97-02(31, 34].” 

Regulation 49-03 (11) is implicit. There can be no doubt as to its meaning. 
The choice of a name, “Bazaar” or “Flea Market,” is a matter of semantics, 
both meaning the same thing. 


Therefore, it is my OFFICIAL OPINION, that a “Flea Market” is 
prohibited by THE CODE, and a Lodge cannot hold a “Flea Market” at any 
location, nor permit the use of its building or property for such by any sponsor.

OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 2 


I have before me your request of February 12, 1987, and I quote a part of 
that letter: 

“Request your opinion regarding the legality of providing relief to non- 
Masons in the name of a Masonic Lodge.” 

“A member of this Lodge is in possession of non-Masonic funds, and he 
desires to provide emergency relief to any needy person in the Goldsboro area, 
regardless of Masonic status, in the name of Goldsboro Lodge. This relief will 
be administered by a committee appointed by the Master and chaired by the 
Brother in possession of these funds. No Lodge funds will be used.” 

One of the great Masonic charities in North Carolina is Oxford 
Orphanage. More than ninety-five percent of our children are not Masonically 
related. If Regulation 95-02 of THE CODE, which you have pointed out, 
should be so interpreted as apparently it has been interpreted in your Lodge, 
then we would have no choice but to close Oxford Orphanage. 

I would point out one sentence from the closing charge of the Master 
Mason Degree, “Every human being has a claim upon your kind offices.” 

A phrase from our ritual describing relief is as follows: “To relieve the 
distressed is a duty incumbent on all men, but particularly on Masons.” 

Therefore, it is my OFFICIAL OPINION that it is permissible to 
distribute the funds mentioned above to the needy in the Goldsboro area.

ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's Office that 
West Gate Lodge No. 738 failed to hold the Stated Communication for 
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September 1, 1986, and then met the following day, September 2, 1986, citing 
Regulation 51-02 of THE CODE as authority for doing so. At this 
Communication, the Petition for the Degrees of Mark Elliott Taylor was read; 
Fred Wiley Watts, Jr. was elected to receive the Degrees; and Thomas Eugene 
Helms was restored to membership. 


Regulation 51-02 of THE CODE provides for holding a Stated 
Communication the following day after a legal holiday only for the election of 
officers at the first Stated Communication in December. Therefore, the 
meeting held on September 2, 1986, was not a Stated Communication and the 
ballots taken to elect Fred Wiley Watts, Jr. to receive the Degrees and to 
restore Thomas Eugene Helms to membership, are clearly ILLEGAL under 
the positive language of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE and are, therefore, 
NULL and VOID. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a re-ballot and grant a dispensation to West Gate 
Lodge No. 738 to ballot again (separately) on the Petition for the Degrees of 
Fred Wiley Watts, Jr. and the Application for Restoration of Thomas Eugene 
Helms at the Stated Communication to be held on October 6, 1986. 


Also, the Petition for the Degrees of Mark Elliott Taylor must be re-read 
at the Stated Communication to be held on October 6, 1986. 


This Order shall be read to the Lodge at the Stated Communication to be 
held on October 6, 1986, entered on the minutes of that Communication, and a 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for the emergent 
Communication at which the illegal ballots were taken, (September 2, 1986), 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my Hand and Seal this 17th day of September, 1986. 


ORDER NO. 2 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary’s Office that 
Charles M. Setzer Lodge No. 693 failed to hold the Stated Communication for 
February 16, 1987, due to inclement weather, and then met a week later, 
February 23, 1987. At this Communication, Jonas Neal Grisson, Jr. was 
elected to receive the Degrees, and the First Degree was conferred on Jonas 
Neal Grisson, Jr. on March 9, 1987. 

Although the election of Mr. Grisson on February 23, 1987, is illegal under 
the positive language of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE, the fact remains that 
Mr. Grisson was initiated on March 9, 1987. It is therefore ORDERED: 

1. That Charles M. Setzer Lodge No. 693 heal Entered Apprentice Grisson 
at the Stated Communication on April 20, 1987, as provided in Regulation 
94-05 of THE CODE. It shall be sufficient only to re-obligate this candidate in 
the First Degree, in a Lodge opened on that Degree, and after the candidate 
has been thus healed, he may then be advanced when prepared as required in 
Regulation 80-01. 

2. This Order shall be read in the Lodge at the first Stated Communication 
following its receipt, and it shall be made a part of the minutes of that meeting. 

3. The Lodge Secretary shall report to the Grand Secretary within five 
nta after the healing of this candidate that this Order has been complied 
with.

ORDER NO. 3 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's Office that 
Charles M. Setzer Lodge No. 693 failed to hold the Stated Communication for 
February 16, 1987, due to inclement weather conditions, and then met a week 
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later, February 23, 1987. At this Communication, Brother Carl P. Frye was 
elected for Affiliation. 


Regulation 51-02 of THE CODE provides for holding a Stated 
Communication the following day after a legal holiday only for the election of 
officers at the first Stated Communication in December. Therefore, the 
meeting held on February 23, 1987, was not a Stated Communication, and the 
ballot taken to elect Brother Carl P. Frye for Affiliation is clearly ILLEGAL 
under the positive language of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE and is, 
therefore, NULL and VOID. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order Charles M. Setzer Lodge No. 693 to ballot again on the 
Application for Affiliation of Carl P. Frye at the Stated Communication to be 
held on April 20, 1987. 


This Order shall be read to the Lodge at the Stated Communication to be 
held on April 20, 1987, entered on the minutes of that Communication, and 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for the emergent 
Communication at which the illegal ballot was taken, (February 23, 1987), 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal this the 13th day of March, 1987. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend that we continue to support, with our usual appropriations, 
Oxford Orphanage, the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, the Order of 
DeMolay, the Order of the Rainbow for Girls, the Masonic Service Association, 
the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, Conference 
of the Grand Masters of Masons of North America, Conference of Grand 
Secretaries of Masons of North America and the Southeastern Masonic 
Conference. 


PROPOSED CHANGES TO THE CODE 


During our last Annual Communication, Grand Master Norburn Hyatt, 
presented recommended changes to THE CODE pertaining to minimum dues 
and minimum initiation fees for all the Subordinate Lodges. The 
recommended changes are minimum dues $35.00 and minimum initiation 
fees $150.00. 


My Brothers, Grand Master Hyatt made these recommendations with the 
full support of all the Grand Lodge Line Officers, with whom he had a number 
of meetings, discussing the situation that many of our Blue Lodges are faced 
with today. 

Many of us belong to a number of the appendant bodies, several of which 


have a comparable dues rate and an equal to or higher initiation fee than is 
being recommended. 


This includes the Scottish Rite Bodies, the York Rite Bodies, and the 
Shrine, whose membership is all derived from Blue Lodge Masonry. 


Surely, we, as Blue Lodge Masons, the very life blood and tap root of all 
Masonry and appendant bodies, can afford these increases, which after all is to 
be used for the operation and maintenance of our own Blue Lodges. 


Throughout the state, many Lodges are already charging dues equal toor 
more than the recommended changes, and are financially solvent. Others 
when faced with a major repair or replacement bill, call upon the faithful few 
to pass the hat to pay the bill. All members of each Blue Lodgeshould and must 
share equally in making sure that it is financially sound and can maintain its' 
own operation and maintenance cost. 


Inflation alone, not to mention higher energy cost, insurance and others, 
have far exceeded the recommended increases in dues and fees since the last 
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approved minimums. 


Brethren, I beseech you with great humility, to search your minds and 
hearts and see the great need to approve these critically important and much 
needed amendments to THE CODE. 


RECOMMENDATIONS TO AMEND THE CODE 
REGARDING FUND RAISING 


During the course of my years in Grand Ledge, it has been noted that 
agreeable to THE CODE, fund raising was basically limited to food serving 
events. Many requests have been made over a period of time to hold other types 
of events, primarily for the benfit of Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home, most of which were refused due to limitations agreeable 
to our CODE. 


The Grand Lodge Officers have met a number of times and examined our 
CODE pertaining to these matters and found them to be extremely 
constraining, ambiguous, duplicating and extremely difficult to understand, 
with the most difficult, being the term, “which would discredit Masonry.” 


We believe there are a number of programs and projects that can be 
performed by Blue Lodges for fund raising that would not dishonor or 
discredit Masonry. 


We felt there was great need for recommended changes, and as a result, 
R.:.W.:.Eddie Stiles, Deputy Grand Master; R.:.W.:.Pete Thomas, Senior 
Grand Warden and R..:.W..:.Jerry Tart, Junior Grand Warden, were appointed 
as a committee to search THE CODE and bring to the Grand Lodge Officers 
for discussion and debate, before finalizing our recommendations to you, the 
Grand Lodge Delegates. 


This committee, along with the other Grand Lodge Line Officers, have 
agreed to and approved recommendations for presentation at this Annual 
Communication for your consideration. 


These recommended amendments to THE CODE shall only be received at 
this Communication, and will not be voted on until our next Annual 
Communication. 


My Brothers, please give these recommendations your most earnest 
attention during the coming year. 


I recommend their approval with all my being, because Lodges involved 
in projects will be a moving and viable force whereby the communities about 
us may see a genuine brotherhood and fellowship in action performed with 
dignity and honor by Masons. 


A SPECIAL MESSAGE TO THE MASONS 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


Brethren, during recent years, I have heard from different quarters the 
word BRASS, used as a term relating to the Grand Lodge Officers. 
Apparently, at times this is said in jest and perhaps as a term relating to 
leadership, but at times it is stated with indignation and implying that the 
Grand Lodge Officers are imposing excessive authority upon the membership 
in presenting propositions for you, the voting delegates, to either approve or 
disapprove. 

Having now served in Grand Lodge Line for nine years, I would like to 
share with you a great truth about Grand Lodge Officers. 

1. When you consent to serve as an Officer in Grand Lodge, you are 
expected to bea leader, willing to sacrifice and give of yourself, your time and 
considerable expense which consistently increases the further along in the line 
you advance. 


2. You must dedicate yourself to uphold the laws, rules and regulations 
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that govern, which at times, even in dealing with the Brethren, can and 
sometimes does become very rough and entangled. 


8. You must make decisions that can become very unpopular, yet for 
benefit of the fraternity, they must be made and administered. 


4. From the station of Junior Grand Warden through the Grand Master, 
they are elected by you, to serve you and administer Grand Lodge business for 
the betterment of Freemasonry. 


5. To recommend to you for your decision, any changes to THE CODE, 
which is our book of law that we must all abide by, and by which you, the 
delegate Brethren, from the 394 Blue Lodges, either approve or disapprove. 
Brethren, you have an added responsibility of communicating and discussing 
— of Grand Lodge with the Officers so that we all shall strive to be in one 
accord. 


My Brothers, it is indeed a great honor to serve in Grand Lodge Line and it 
is my sincere hope that this type of negative criticism will cease for all time 
and that we all may strive together with dignity and honor, and successfully 
achieve that most honored teaching, harmony is the strength and support of all 
institutions, but more especially ours.

REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION 
SUPPLEMENT “B” 


(Docket No. 31) 


The following report of the Code Commission was received 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
Amend the CODE by adding a new regulation as follows: 


REG. 95-48. A subordinate lodge desiring to conduct fund-raising activities 
for Masonic Charity may do so if the activity is one of the following; provided 
that the activity is conducted over a period of no more than three days and is 
conducted no more often than semi-annually and providing the lodge keeps 
careful financial records of the project and shall protect itself against general

and special liabilities. (Reg. 85-01; 33-01 (3,P). 
(A) The sale of food or food products 


(B) The sale of pre-priced goods, providing the marketing of such items 
shall not be perceived as a discredit to Masonry. 


(C) The sale of items by AUCTION. 
Either substantially all of the work performed by or on behalf of the Lodge in 


preparing, delivering or selling food or goods shall be performed by members 
of the Lodge or others on a volunteer basis without compensation or 
substantially all of the food or goods sold must be received by the Lodge as gifts 


or contributions. 


(1) A subordinate lodge desiring to conduct any other fund-raising activity 
shall first submit an application detailing the planned project and its purpose 
to the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities and 
must receive its approval before actively undertaking the said project. [Reg. 
86A-04(3)] 

(2) A subordinate lodge conducting any of the above projects without obtaining 
prior approval when required or in a manner other than allowed by this 
regulation or whoshall divert funds for other than the stated purpose, shall be 
required to show cause why its charter should not be arrested. 


(3) A subordinate lodge conducting any fund-raising activity shall file a 
financial report on that project within 60 days after its completion with the 
office of the Grand Secretary and the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate 
Lodge Special Activities. The Lodge shall report the type of project and 
purpose for which it was conducted, funds to be accounted for and its 
distribution of income. 


Amend REG. 33-01 (3) by adding a new sub-section "P": 
P. Subordinate Lodge Special Activities. (Chapter 36-A). 
Amend THE CODE by adding a new sub-Chapter as follows: 


CHAPTER 36-A 
COMMITTEE ON SUBORDINATE LODGE SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


REG. 36 A-01. The Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities shall 
consist of three members to be nominated by the Board of General Purposes 
and elected by the Grand Lodge as follows: [33-01(3P); 33-07; 33-17]. 


1. Each member of the committee shall be a Past Master of a subordinate 
lodge in this jurisdiction well versed in the law of this Grand Lodge and in 
the usages and customs of the Craft and shall be experienced in handling 
business matters pertaining to subordinate lodges. 
2. The first members elected to the committee shall serve as follows: One 
for three years, one for two years and one for one year; at each annual 
communication the Board of General Purposes shall nominate one 
qualified brother to serve for three years. The Committee shall elect its 
chairman. 
3. In the event of a vacancy on the committee by death or for any other 
cause the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy by appointment for the 
unexpired term. 

REG. 36 A-02. The committee shall meet upon call of the Grand Master or 

Chairman and its business may be transacted by correspondence. 

REG. 36 A-03. A quorom shall consist of two members. 

REG. 36 A-04. The duties, powers, and authority of the Subordinate Lodge 

Special Activities Committee shall be: 
1. To investigate any matter, subject or thing pertaining to fund-raising 
activities by subordinate lodges. Such investigation may be made by one 
or more members of the committee, but the report should be made by at 
least a majority of the committee. 
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2. To adopt from time to time such rules as may be necessary to govern 
fund-raising activities as provided in Reg. 95-48 (2). 

3. To report to the Grand Master and to the Grand Lodge all the facts 
pertinent to any inquiry or investigation with such recommendations as 
the committee may deem proper. 


4. To consider and act upon all applications of lodges or brethren in 
connection with or relating to fund-raising activities as provided in Reg. 
95-48 (2). 

5. To call for and examine any record, book, or account of any subordinate 
lodge in this jurisdiction which may be the object of or within the scope 
of its investigation; to order and require the attendance of any Masonic 
witness, as may be necessary or advisable to the proper discharge of its 
duties. All powers and authority set forth in this paragraph are to be 
exercised under the direction of the Grand Master. 


REG. 36 A-05. The members of the committee shall be reimbursed by the 
Grand Lodge for any reasonable expense incurred in the performance of their 
duties, but no member shall receive compensation for his services (Reg. 33-13). 


Amend Reg. 49-08 (11) to read as follows: 


REG. 49-03 (11). The holding or sponsoring by a lodge of lotteries, raffles, 
games of chance, gambling, or any activity which would discredit Masonry, is 
prohibited notwithstanding the proceeds may be contributed to charitable 
objects. [49-04 (1); 97-02 (81, 34)]. 

Amend Reg. 97-02 (34) to read as follows: 


REG. 97-02 (34). To use or allow the use of lodge room for lotteries, raffles, 
games of chance, card parties, dances, gambling, or other purposes which 
would discredit Masonry or would be a violation of Regulation 49-03 (16). 
[49-03 (11)]. 

Amend Reg. 97.01 by adding Paragraph 6 to read as follows: 

REG. 97.01. 


6. This chapter covers both individual brethren and Masonic bodies in this 

jurisdiction; and the so-called collateral bodies or other organizations in 

North Carolina whose membership is dependent upon or related to 

Masonic membership or which are likely to be regarded as Masonic 

organizations in the public mind as well as individual Masons, within the 

Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, are enjoined and required to respect the 
^ purposes of this regulation. 


(NOTE: If the above proposed amendment is adopted, similiar wording, in 
bold type, in REG. 97-02 (31) becomes automatically deleted.) 


Amend Reg. 97-02 (31) to read as follows: 


REG. 97-02 (31). To conduct, promote, participate in, profit by, aid or assist, in 
the name or in behalf of Masonry, in any lottery, game of chance, raffle, or 
other gaming device, or any activity by any name, whether or not permitted by 
public authority. This subdivision covers both individual brethren and 
Masonic bodies in this jurisdiction; and the so-called collateral bodies or 
other organizations in North Carolina whose membership is dependent 
upon or related to Masonic membership or which are likely to be 
regarded as Masonic organizations in the public mind as well as 
individual Masons, within the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, are 
enjoined and required to respect the purposes of this regulation. In 
addition to the power and authority contained in Chapter 66 of THE CODE, 
the Grand Master shall have the authority to direct the Judge Advocate to 
institute a Masonic Trial against any Master Mason within the Jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge whom he believes, after investigation, to have been or is a 
party to the promoting of a lottery, game of chance, or a raffle of any kind or 
character. 
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Amend Reg. 60-12 to read as follows: 


REG. 60-12. It isa Masonic offense for any brother or any lodge to issue or to be 
voluntarily a party to the issuing or to the circulating of a chain letter, in the 
name of or in behalf of Masonry, containing (1) a promise of a personal reward 
or gain, (2) a threat of any nature, or (3) a solicitation of any kind. Upon 
conviction of the brother, the maximum penalty shall be suspension for not less 
than three years for the first offense; and for any succeeding offense the 
penalty shall be named by the Trial Commission under the Trial Code. If a 
lodge be guilty, the penalty shall be a fine of not less than $100.00 or the arrest 
of its charter. [97-02 (51)].

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We have consulted with the Board of Directors of The North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc. and are happy to report that during 1986, they have 
transferred to Oxford Orphanage the sum of $187,196.85 and to the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, the sum of $187,196.85 from the earnings of the 
Foundation. We recommend that the first $260,000.00 of the earnings of the 
Foundation be divided between the Orphanage and the Home on a 50-50 basis. 
We also recommend that the necessary operation and promotion expenses 
(audit, brochures, travel expenses, etc.) of the Foundation be paid from the 
earnings of the Foundation. All earnings above the $260,000.00 and the 
necessary expenses be divided on the same basis as above between the two 
institutions. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home and to Oxford Orphanage the sum of $8,000.00 each. 


We recommend that $10,000.00 be transferred from the Grand Lodge 
Contingency Fund to The North Carolina Mason. 

We recommend that $5,000.00 be transferred to the Building and Office 
Equipment Account. 


We recommend that $5,000.00 be transferred to the Drewry Memorial 
Grand Secretary's Fund. 


We propose that a sum not to exceed $3,000.00 be authorized from the 
Special Contingency Fund to purchase new Grand Lodge Officer Aprons and 
to replace D.D.G.M. and D.D.G.L. Jewels which have been lost. 

We recommend that the earned interest from the Special Contingency 
Fund and Building and Office Equipment Account continue to be paid to the 
General Fund of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend that the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge.

AMMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 
We have considered the following amendments to THE CODE as 
submitted by the Committee on Unfinished Business which were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge held on April 16, 1986, to be 
acted on at this Annual Communication: 
Amend Regulation 72-01 to read as follows: 
REG. 72-01. No lodge in this state shall confer any of the Symbolic degrees 
of Masonry for less than one hundred fifty dollars on or after January 1, 
1988. 
The Committee recommends the adoption of this proposed amendment. 
(Defeated). 
Amend Regulation 85-01 to read as follows: 
REG. 85-01. Each lodge shall fix its by-laws and shall collect such annual 
dues from its membership as may be necessary to enable it to maintain 
itself and discharge all of its duties and obligations; provided, that no 
lodge shall fix such annual dues at less than thirty five dollars to be 
effective for all annual dues from January 1, 1988. [2-06 (10); 52-02 (2)]. 
The Committee recomends adoption of this proposed amendment. (Defeated). 
Amend Regulation 93-03(1) to read as follows: 
REG. 93-03 (1). The Grand Lodge, or a subordinate lodge shall be opened 
on the Degree of Master Mason, the usual ceremonies conducted and 
instruction and information given relative to the special ceremonies to be 
conducted. The minutes shall be read, approved and the Grand Lodge or 
subordinate lodge shall be closed, after which the special ceremonies shall 
be conducted. The charter of the subordinate lodge need not be removed 
from the lodge hall if the special ceremony is conducted in another 
location. [16-04 (7); 43-04, 46-12; 51-08]. 
The Committee recommends adoption of this proposed amendment. 
(Adopted).

In the 1986 Proceedings on page 110 in the report of the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, it is stated that 
Regulation 63-15 was rejected when, in fact, it was actually 
adopted. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


Amend THE CODE by adding a new regulation as follows: 


REG. 95-48. A subordinate lodge desiring to conduct fund-raising activities 
for Masonic Charity may do so if the activity is one of the following; provided 
that the activity is conducted over a period of no more than three days and is 
conducted no more often than semi-annually and providing the lodge keeps 
careful financial records of the project and shall protect itself against general 
and special liabilities. (Reg. 85-01; 33-01 (3, P). 

(A) The sale of food or food products. 


(B) The sale of pre-priced goods, providing the marketing of such items 
shall not be perceived as a discredit to Masonry. 


(C) The sale of items by AUCTION. 


Either substantially all of the work performed by or on behalf of the Lodge in 
preparing, delivering or selling food or goods shall be performed by members 
of the Lodge or others on a volunteer basis without compensation or 
substantially all of the food or goods sold must be received by the Lodgeas gifts 
or contributions. 


(1) A subordinate lodge desiring to conduct any other fund-raising activity 
shall first submit an application detailing the planned project and its purpose 
to the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities and 
must receive its approval before undertaking the said project. [Reg. 36 A-04 
(3)] 

(2) A subordinate lodge conducting any of the above projects without obtaining 
prior approval when required or in a manner other than allowed by this 
regulation or who shall divert funds for other than the stated purpose, shall be 
required to show cause why its charter should not be arrested. 


(3) A subordinate lodge conducting any fund-raising activity shall file a 
financial reporton that project within sixty days after its completion with the 
office of the Grand Secretary and the Grand Lodge Committee on Subordinate 
Lodge Special Activities. The Lodge shall report the type of project and the 
purpose for which it was conducted, funds to be accounted for and its 
distribution of income. 
Amend REG. 33-01 (3) by adding a new sub-section “P”. 

P. Subordinate Lodge Special Activities Committee. (Chapter 36-A). 
Amend THE CODE by adding a new sub-Chapter as follows: 


CHAPTER 36-A 
COMMITTEE ON SUBORDINATE LODGE SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 

REG. 36 A-01. The Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities shall 
consist of three members to be nominated by the Board of General Purposes 
and elected by the Grand Lodge as follows: [33-01 (3P); 33-07; 33-17]. 

1. Each member of the committee shall be a Past Master of a subordinate 

lodge in this jurisdiction well versed in the law of this Grand Lodge 

and in the usages and customs of the Craft and shall be experienced in 

handling business matters pertaining to subordinate lodges. 

2. The first members elected to the committee shall serve as follows: One 

for three years, one for two years and one for one year; at each annual 

communication the Board of General Purposes shall nominate one 
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qualified brother to serve for three years. The Committee shall elect its 
chairman. 


3. In the event of a vacancy on the committee by death or for any other 
cause the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy by appointment for the 
unexpired term. 


REG. 36 A-02. The committee shall meet upon call of the Grand Master or 
Chairman and its business may be transacted by correspondence. 


REG. 36 A-03. A quorom shall consist of two members. 


REG. 36 A-04. The duties, powers, and authority of the Subordinate Lodge 
Special Activities Committee shall be: 


1. To investigate any matter, subject or thing pertaining to fund-raising 
activities by subordinate lodges. Such investigation may be made by one 
or more members of the committee, but the report should be made by at 
least a majority of the committee. 


2. To adopt from time to time such rules as may be necessary to govern 
fund-raising activities as provided in Reg. 95-48 (2). 

3. To report to the Grand Master and to the Grand Lodge all the facts 
pertinent to any inquiry or investigation with recommendations as the 
committee may deem proper. 


4. To consider and act upon all applications of lodges or brethren in 
connection with or relating to fund-raising activities as provided in 
Reg. 95-48 (2). 
5. To call for and examine any record, book, or account of any subordinate 
lodge in this jurisdiction which may be the object of or within the scope of 
its investigation; to order and require the attendance of any Masonic 
witness, as may be necessary or advisable to the proper discharge of its 
duties. All the powers and authority set forth in this paragraph are to 
be exercised under the direction of the Grand Master. 
REG. 36 A-05. The members of the committee shall be reimbursed by the 
Grand Lodge for any reasonable expense incurred in the performance of their 
duties, but no member shall receive compensation for his services (Reg. 33-13). 
Amend Reg. 49-03 (11) to read as follows: 


REG. 49-03 (11). The holding or sponsoring by a lodge of lotteries, raffles, 
games of chance, gambling, or any activity which would discredit Masonry, is 
prohibited notwithstanding the proceeds may be contributed to charitable 
objects. [49-04 (1); 97-02 (31, 34)]. 

Amend Reg. 49-03 (16) to read as follows: 


REG. 49-03 (16). No lodge shall permit the use of its hall or meeting place or 
other roomsor space in the same building over which it has control to be used 
for lotteries, raffles, gambling, games of chance, dances, card parties, or for 
any purpose which would discredit Masonry. [97-02 (34). 


Amend Reg. 97-02 (34) to read as follows: 


REG. 97-02 (84). To use or allow the use of lodge room for lotteries, raffles, 
games of chance, card parties, dances, gambling, or other purposes which 
would discredit Masonry or would be a violation of Regulation 49-03 (16). 
[49-03 (11)]. 


Amend Reg. 97.01 by adding Paragraph 6 to read as follows: 
REG. 97.01. 


6. This chapter covers both individual brethren and Masonic bodies in this 
jurisdiction; and the so-called collateral bodies or other organizations in 
North Carolina whose membership is dependent upon or related to 
Masonic membership or which are likely to be regarded as Masonic 
organizations in the public mind as well as individual Masons, within 
the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, are enjoined and required to respect 
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the purposes of this regulation. 


(NOTE: If the above proposed amendment is adopted, similiar wording, in 
bold type, in Reg. 97-02 (31) becomes automatically deleted.) 


Amend Reg. 97-02 (31) to read as follows: 


REG. 97-02 (31). To conduct, promote, participate in, profit by, aid or assist, in 
the name of or in behalf of Masonry, in any lottery, game of chance, raffle, or 
other gaming device, or any activity by any name, whether or not permitted by 
public authority. This subdivision covers both individual brethren and 
Masonic bodies in this jurisdiction; and the so-called collateral bodies or 
other organizations in North Carolina whose membership is dependent 
upon or related to Masonic membership or which are likely to be 
regarded as Masonic organizations in the public mind as well as 
individual Masons, within the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, are 
enjoined and required to respect the purposes of this regulation. In 
addition to the power and authority contained in Chapter 66 of THE CODE, 
the Grand Master shall have the authority to direct the Judge Advocate to 
institute a Masonic Trial against any Master Mason within the Jurisdiction of 
the Grand Lodge whom he believes, after investigation, to have been or is a 
— to the promoting of a lottery, a game of chance, or araffle of any kind or 
character. 


Amend Reg. 60-12 to read as follows: 


REG. 60-12. It is a Masonic offense for any brother or any lodge to issue or be 
voluntarily a party to the issuing or to the circulation of a chain letter, in the 
name of or in behalf of Masonry, containing (1) a promise of a personal reward 
or gain, (2) a threat of any nature, or (3) s solicitation of any kind. Upon 
conviction of the brother, the maximum penalty shall be suspension for not less 
than three years for the first offense; and for any succeeding offense the 
penalty shall be named by the Trial Commission under the Trial Code. If a 
lodge be guilty, the penalty shall be a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
or the arrest of its charter. [97-02 (51). 


Amend Regulation 21-01 (1) by adding subsection F to read as follows: 


REG. 21-01 (1). F. When changing any Grand Lodge dues, fees, or 
assessments. 


Amend Regulation 60-05 by deleting the entire regulation and substituting. 
the following to make Regulation 60-05 to read as follows: 


REG. 60-05. No member of a lodge in North Carolina shall hold active or 
regular membership, or the equivalent thereof, in any other lodge, either 
within or without the state. Dual or plural membership is prohibited. 
Honorary membership as described in Reg. 89-01 is not prohibited. (83-01; 
89-01; 97-02 (42)]. 

Amend Regulation 88-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 83-01. A member of a North Carolina Lodge while retaining such 
membership shall not hold active or regular membership, or the equivalent 
thereof, in any other lodge, either within or without the state, Dual or plural 
membership is prohibited. Honorary membership as described in Reg. 89-01 
is permitted. (60-05; 97-02 (49)]. 

If Regulations 60-05 and 83-01 are adopted, all members holding dual 
memberships as of the date of the adoption of these two proposed amendments 
shall be entitled to retain their dual membership but shall not transfer either 
of the two memberships. 


REG. 51-02. A lodge shall hold at least one stated communication each 
calendar month; except, however, if a quorum of at least of seven (7) 
members are not present because of inclement weather, or other acts of 
God, then that stated communication may be cancelled for that month 
and the Grand Secretary notified of that action; however, it may provide in 
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its by-laws for the omission of any of all stated communications during either 
or all of the months of June, July and August and those falling on legal holidays 
except, however, in the event the stated communication, as named in the 
by-laws of a lodge at which the officers should be elected as required by 
Regulation 62-01, shall fall on a legal holiday then the lodge shall hold that 
stated communication on the day following such legal holiday, except Sunday. 


Amend Regulation 49-03 (10) as follows: REG. 49-03 (10). OBSOLETE.

S.G.W., a Master Mason, a member of Revolution Lodge No. 552, A. F. & A. M. 

Reprimanded in open Lodge. 

4. In the matter of a complaint filed against Brother G.D.R. by Brother 
W.L.M. Brother G.D.R. is a member of West Gate Lodge No. 738 A. F. & A. M. 
Brother W.L.M. is a member of Daylite Lodge No. 125, A. F. & A. M. under the 
Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Georgia. The differences between thesetwo 
brethren were tried in several courts and the results favorable to the accused. 
The Judge Advocate refused to prefer charges against the accused. The 
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complaining brother appealed to the Grand Lodge. The Committee on Appeals 
fully recommends that this Grand Lodge fully uphold the decision of the Judge 
Advocate. 

5. In the matter of the petition W.C. Jr., for the restoration of Fellow Craft, 
Hollis Lodge No. 535, A. F. & A. M. Petitioner was dismembered on 24 
February 1982. He petitioned for restoration on 11 December 1984. This 
Grand Lodge at the April 1985 Communication denied his petition. Petitioner 
again petitioned for restoration in 1987. The Committee on Appeals has 
reviewed his petition, has reviewed various letters of recommendation 
submitted by him on his behalf, some of which are apparently unsolicited. The 
Committee has further considered the charges upon which the petitioner was 
dismembered. 

The Committee feels and does recommend that petitioner be restored to 
those privileges from which he was dismembered. (Adopted). 

6. In the matter of the petition for restoration of J.A.B., a former member 
of Fort Bragg Lodge No. 667, A. F. & A. M. Petitioner was dismembered on 12 
January 1982. He submitted his petition for restoration on 20 January 1987. 

The Committee carefully considered the charges upon which petitioner 
was dismembered, the paucity of any letters of recommendation and 
petitioner's explanation of the charges, itis the unanimous recommendation of 
the Committee that his petition for restoration be denied. (Adopted).

GRAND MASTER 
WALTER FRANKLIN McCALL 


Brother Walter Franklin (“Bud”) McCall was raised to the Sublime 
Degree of Master Mason on April 27, 1962, in Joppa Lodge No. 530 in 
Charlotte. In the following year he was appointed an officer of this lodge. He 
advanced successively through the several stations and places and was elected 
Master of the Lodge in 1970. 


Bud's leadership skills were immediately recognized. He was appointed 
District Education Chairman of the 41st District and District Deputy Grand 
Master of the 41st District. He also was elected to serve two, three year terms 
on the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage. In 1978, he was appointed 
Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina by Most Worshipful 
Jacob C. Goodman, Grand Master. He advanced through the Grand Lodge 
Line, serving on several Grand Lodge Boards and Committees, where he 
displayed his ability to perform his duties efficiently, with responsibility and 
sincerity. These qualifications proved his ability and worthiness to assume the 
duties of the most responsible Masonic office to which his brethren could call 
—— to serve, that being the office of Grand Master of Masons in North 

arolina. 
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On April 16, 1986, at the One Hundred Ninety-Ninth Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Most Worshipful 
Walter Franklin McCall was elected and installed as Grand Master, an honor 
justly and richly deserved. 


One year ago Brother McCall commented in his acceptance remarks, “We 
must not be known for the rings, pins or jewelry we wear, but by our deeds and 
actions in our dealings with all mankind.” He challenged us to take the great 
teachings of Freemasonry and to apply them not only within the confines of 
our lodges, but to use them in our work a day world: our places of worship, our 
families, our place of work, within other organizations to which we belong and 
even on the street. This message, “We Shall Be Known By Our Deeds and 
Actions,” he carried to the District Meetings and before Masons everywhere 
he went, with easily understood illustrations. By example, he demonstrated a 
method by which the image of Freemasonry might be enhanced and the life of 
the Freemason enriched. 


Those who have been actively involved in the operation of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina know that this has not been an easy year for our Grand 
Master of Masons. Many situations have arisen which demanded and required 
thoughtful and careful consideration to ensure the best interest of our Grand 
Lodge and for the benefit of the Craft. In every case, he gave thoughtful 
consideration and without hesitation did that which he believed was right. He 
See ab his efforts to accomplish the course of action upon which he had 

ecided. 

Brother McCall assumed the duties and has now fulfilled the 
responsibilities of the office of Grand Master. We therefore heartily 
congratulate him, for we have heard the voices of approval coming from 
Master Masons throughout this Grand Jurisdiction. We have looked to him 
with confidence and pride and he has endeared himself to the Masons of this 
great state. May we have others like him for we know that history will record 
him as a great Grand Master.

I feel highly privileged to have been selected to serve the Masons of North 
Carolina as Grand Master and more especially during this, our bicentennial 
year ...asignal honor, indeed. I look forward to visiting each of the sixty-five 
Masonic Districts in our Grand Jurisdiction and to participate in other 
meetings which have been scheduled. 


I could not be here today were it not for the support and encouragement of 
many people. I cannot begin to name all of them for fear of leaving someone 
out. However, I must say thank-you to Most Worshipful E. Stansil Aldridge 
for appointing me Grand Steward in 1980; to Most Worshipful Nathaniel C. 
Dean for serving as Installing Officer; to Most Worshipful Maurice E. Walsh 
for serving as Installing Chaplain; and to Most Worshipful William W. Mims, 
Jr. for serving as Installing Marshal; and my thanks also go to my oldest son, 
Phil, for returning from his work in Florida to assist in my installation as 
Assistant Installing Marshal. To the members of Apex Lodge No. 584, I thank 
you for your support through the years: when I served as Master of the Lodge, 
Secretary, and District Officer; for my Life Membership; and for your being 
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here today to assist in the installation service and to close the Grand Lodge 
while I attend to other duties at the close of this service. I want to thank the 
others who have participated in this program, Worshipful Brother Dewey 
Crutchfield and Brother Vernon Jordan for providing special music and to 
that special group of Masons, The Knights Templar, for providing an escort. I 
must thank the physicians and hospital staff who will work with me during the 
coming year to see that my patients are cared for in a timely fashion and to my 
wife, Loretta, who will be called upon to share me with the fraternity, more 
than at other times in the past. 


This year we are celebrating our Grand Lodge Bicentennial. In December 
of 1787, The Grand Lodge of North Carolina was organized in Tarboro. This 
year the officers and members of our lodges are asked, not only to know 
something of the history of the Grand Lodge, but the history of their own 
particular lodge. A program should be presented in each lodge sometime 
before the December Annual meeting on the history of the lodge. As we are 
celebrating our two hundredth anniversary this year, itis fitting that we take 
time to make an inventory of ourselves and our lodges. It is a time to take pride 
in our Masonic membership. Few organizations can boast an existence of two 
hundred or more years. But our pride should go beyond the mere celebration of 
our existence for two hundred years. Are we proud of our lodge; in its physical 
appearance: the room, the temple and its grounds? First impressions are 
lasting impressions. Are we proud of ourselves in the way we conduct our 
meetings; the way we confer our degrees; the way we promote the programsof 
our lodge and of the Grand Lodge; and the spirit of Masonry in our lives in 
general? If we are not doing as well as we should, maybe it is time we used some 
paint, replanted the grass or shrubs, replaced a rug, the furnishings, a roof... 
or rebuild the temple. Maybe it is time we looked at how we dress for our 
meetings; how we conduct the business of the lodge, how we welcome visitors 
and new members into the activities of the lodge; how well we conduct our 
degrees and ceremonies. Do we parrot the words, or say them with feeling and 
meaning and express the idea that is to be conveyed? Do we practice in the 
community the sublime truths of Masonry learned in the lodge? Would the 
community miss us if the doors of our lodges were closed? Perhaps we do not 
have the pride in Masonry we should have. Perhaps it is because of this lack of 
pride that many of our lodges are in financial distress; that we have not faced 
realistically our financial responsibilities to the Craft. let us then take the 
opportunity during this year of celebration to capture the vision of those who 
have gone before us; so that we can preserve the fraternity unsullied for the 
children of our children’s children. Finally, we look forward to your return for 
a Special Communication of Grand Lodge on Saturday, December 5th, for our 
200th Birthday Celebration and may we truly have reason to celebrate. To all 
of you, thank you for being here this afternoon. May God bless each of you.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and accounts, old 
as well as new, shall be carefully preserved 
under lock and key by the Secretary as safely as 
possible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutilation. 


(8) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and under 
charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be 
responsible for their proper keeping. They may 
be loaned to members who shall return them to 
the lodge at or before the next succeeding stated 
communication. 


Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies of the laws of the Grand Lodge for the 
inspection of its members. It is the duty of the 
Master to enforce strictly such laws in the lodge 
over which he presides. The published Proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on file 
and shall be conclusive evidence of all matters 
reported therein as the action of the Grand 
Lodge, and except as otherwise provided, shall 
be evidence of other matters contained there.
